WEYMOUTH MEN 
GO TO CAMP SATUROAY 


Report at Braintree Town Hall Early in 
the Morning 


Wore the first of the Weymouth 
“Draft Men” to boaril the train at 
Weymouth tomorrow, doulttless tliero 
wotilrl he (lutto an ovation, Init they 
are onioned to report at tlio Ilraln- 
treo Town Hiill, as Weymouth is in 
the same district with Draintreo, Han- 
dnlpli and Avon. 

Xo Weymoutli men wore in the dc- 
tacliments sent Wednesday, Thurs- 
day fir today, hut tomorrow will bo 
Weymouth day. The men selected 
are largely volunteers who will prob- 
ably receive appointments ns officers 
soon after their arrival at Camp Dev- 
ens at Ayer. 

They had been provided with rail- 
road tickets for transportation on the 
train between Braintree and Boston 
and betwen Boston and Ayer. They 
however, have no transportation 
across the city, for the government 


has provided none. They will there- 
fore have to walk across the city of 
Boston or take the elevated and pay 
their car fare out of their own pocket. 

On arriviil the men will be given a 
physical examination Ijy the Army 
surgeons, and it is not among the Im- 
possibilities tliat some of those pass- 
ed by the local board will bo rejected 
and the men sent home. 

Those accepted will receive a khaki 
uniform from the quartermaster, and 
be assigned to one of the barracks at 
Camp Devens, which covers 15,000 
acres and is designed for over 40,000 
Xew England men. 

On Wednesday, Sept. 19, it is prob- 
able that 40 per cent, of the Wej'- 
mouth and Braintree quota will join 
the 5 per cent, sent this week. On 
that date the men may parade In 
Boston.

Boys who wi're not Scouts 
wouhl get uniforms and often solicit 
money or sell stamps or tng-dii.v cards 
or would chop tn-es and comiiiit other 
depreihitloDS that gave tht( movement 
u black eye. It finally got so hud that 
menihera of Ihw congress of the Fulled 
States were asked to pass a Iikv jiro- 
bibitliig ariyhody who Is not a memtier 
of the orguniziitlon from wenriiig tlm 
uulfnriu. 'rids law congress bus piisiwd, 
hikJ the uniform of the Boy Scouts of 
America Is now given the siime protec- 
tion as that of the army or navy or 
the liislgiilH of the Amerleaii Bed Gross 
society. So It U unlawful for any hoy 
to wear Ills uniform after he censes to 
he a member of the Boy .Scouts of 
America. When a hoy buys a uniform 
he does so with the und<‘rslniidiiig that 
h(‘ bus II right to wear It only us long 
as hu is iictuully u member of the or- 
gan] zutiou. 

This law Is so far-reaeliing In Its ef- 
fect that no mniiufacturcr has a right 
to rnll his product “Boy Scout” chew- 
ing gum. "Hoy Scout” coffee, or “Boy 
Si'oiit” Hliythliig eUe. At the same 
time this law wus passeil there was 
even a tirand of "Boy Scout” ('Igarettos 
ou tho market.

Kertuiky Wins Support. 

The Uusslan nntloiinl council In ses- 
sion 111 Moscow promises ut least to 
clarify tlic sitimllon lliere ami defi- 
nitely line up the forces that are striv- 
ing to gain control In the new republic. 
I'rcmier Kerensky adniltledly Is anx- 
ious as to llie fiilure. hut lia.s stated 
llatly ami fearlessly the position of Ihe 
government of which he is the head 
and leading spirit.

Ceiierul Kalediiies, 
leader lit till* lion t'ossneks, followed 
with a resoluilon adopted by the Cos- 
sacks dcmamlliig. for flie salvaiion of 
the coiiiilr.v. the coiitiauiitiou of llie 
war In close union wlili tin* allies until 
complete victory was attained.

Wliulever the Fulled .States can do 
to relieve tlie more pressing of Itus- 
sla's needs w-lll be done.

The flerman crown prince lias been 
keeping up bis continual counter at- 
lai'k.s on the French in the Verdun 
sector and on the Alsiie front, but Iiuh 
been repulsed in every Instance, losing 
great numbers In killed, wounded and 
especially prisoners. Tbe scene of 
bloodiest fighting about Verdun shifted 
to tbe east liunk of the Meuse, where 
Ihe village of Iteaiiiiiont was Ibe cen- 
ter of desperate coiiihuls. At Dead 
Man hill, ul.so, Ihe Cermaiis made re- 
pealed attempts to regain the posi- 
tions they bad lost. 

Wllli liulldog tenacity the British 
bung on to parts of Lens tliey liad cap- 
tured, and consolidated tlieiu de.spite 
almost daily and nightly ntiacks by 
Oown I'rince Itupprecht's forces. 
Tliougb heavy rains hampered opera- 
tions, the Knglisli took .some more 
positions “list and soutlieast of Lange- 
niarck In the direction of I'oelcupelle. 

Oni the Eastern Front. 

The advance of the Germans In Rou- 
mania, Galicia and in tlie region of 
Riga slowed up very considerably, and 
what little news came froyi those 
fronts Indicated tliat hoili tlie Rouma- 
nians and Hiissliuis were pulling up a 
credltahle fight, except In tlie region of 
Foksliuni. I'erliaps they cannot keep 
the foe out of soutlierii Itusslu. but 
even so tlie possession of tliat fertile 
region would Iielp llie Germans little 
hecuuse of the wrelclied traiisportiitlon 
facilities westward. What Germany 
needs now and is going lo need much 
more In the near future Is food, and 
tliat cannot lie carried long distances 
inland without railways. 

A iiioditicatioii of Germany's policy 
toward neiilnils Is indicated hy her 
backdown in the negotiations with Ar- 
gentina. She bus promised indemnity 
for Ibe destruction of the stcamsliip 
Toro and virtually pledged the free- 
dom of the seas lo vessels Hying tbe 
.Argentine ting. 

America’s Heavy War Bill. 

More Ilian idneieeii billion dollars 
will be reipiired to run the government 
during the fiscal year 1!M7-1!*IH, ac- 
cording to Ibe statement of tlii> bouse 
ways and means coiiiiiiitlee made lu.sl 
Monday. This is about fifteen times 
as iniicli as for an ordinary year. 
Gbiilrnian Kitcblii said tbe loans to the 
allies would aggregate IT.lMNI.IMlO.tlOO, 
tbe shipping board* will reipiire about 
SI.IMNl.tMiO.IMM), and tlie other expenses 
of the government will bring Ibe total 
lo about .'$li«.;)lJO.OOO.IN)l). 

'J'be finance committees of tbe bouse 
and senate have tentatively accepted 
the recommendation of the treasury

CHILDREN’S COLUMN

The tallies that held the cliildren’a 
display are gone from the Fair 
grounds, the electric stove Is discon- 
nected, the pigs are squealing In their 
own pens, nnd the Idg tent is taken 
ilown. 

If we could stop at being encour- 
aged. and not go on to being conceit- 
ed, 1 would repeat some of the com- 
ments that were overheard. This 
much I will say: everyone who con- 
tributed, whether he won a bine card 
or not, helped to make tlie display a 
success, helped to win approval for 
tho schools and the fair. That is 
what counts. 

A'ou or I. working alone for tiny 
honors, can’t do much. Team playj 
each for nil and nil for each; fitting 
our small cog Into the big wheels; 
that la what is worth while. 

Shall we speak first of the vege- 
tables? There wasn’t money enough 
in the treasury to give "a penny ' 
apiece" to all the good things you 
sent. Two cabbages had to rank 
above one, and a solid head outweigh- 
ed a loos^ one. And about returning 
them. Lettuce, Swiss chard, crisp 
tender beans that stayed in the open 
air three days wouldn’t be eatable, 
and a tomato that was at its best on 
Thursday morning when you selected 
It couldn’t be put In a box with other 
vegetables on the following Tuesday. 

What would you have done if you 
had been on the grounds and if there 
was one of our own club pigs waiting 
to grunt his thanks for it? If any- 
thing of real value was not returned, 
please report it on the first day of 
school, and the loss will be adjusted. 
You will umlerstaml that with sev- 
eral thousand interested people drift- 
ing through the tent and examining 
the things displayed, a few tags slip- 
ped off, a few plates became mis- 
jilaccd. We arc glad of the interest 
shown and a little inconvenience and 
loss is jiart of the game. If we all 
share it, it won’t be much. AVhen we 
can consult together at school it will 
be made riglit. 

By tlie way, the liest peck of po- 
tatoes was grown in Weymouth, al- 
though lioys from Rockland and Co- 
liassot competed, and tlie County po- 
tato club premium wont to a Wey- 
mouth lioy for his best plate of seven 
potatoes. 

AVe must do better on "Market Gar- 
den collections," however. Our best 
was fifth in line. And ours were 
good, too, only others were better, 

I wonder how many times the ques- 
tion, “AVkat is it?" was asked about 
the mangles, and. salsify, and egg 
plant, and currant tomato, and vege- 
table marrow? 

Those of us who saw the plant of 
rape In the flower pot, and the four 
foot stalks on the table, will have no 
excuse for growing stunted two-inch 
plants for our pigs. 

That big weed eight feet tall with 
its seeds ready to scatter was meant 
to warn us of what may grow from 
one small seed to rob our vegetables 
of nourishment, and to make "seven 
years' weeding” for us. 

An exhibit in the household arts de- 
partment calls for special mention. 
One dozen war candles were shown, 
— newspaper tightly colled and soak- 
ed in iiarafine. AA’e did not know 
until the last day of the fair that the 
.National Geographical Magazine in 
this month's issue devotes a sixteen 
page article, illustrated, to such 
candles now being used in Southern 
Europe. 

The cards on the handicraft table 
didn't at all express our appreciation 
of the work. There had been no 
plans made for a separate children’s 
display, and we were obliged to bor- 
row from unused funds in other de- 
partments. That Is why the Minne- 
haha dress and the neat Girl Scout 
suit, and the comfortable red sweater, 
and the dainty blue sweater and cap, 
aud the crocheting, and the cross- 
stitch, bad to be put off with a gratu- 
ity. 

If the flower display was small, that 
was as it should be this year. We 
don’t want to neglect all lovely things, 
and yet we do need to keep land and 
time busy growing food. So we are 
glad of what was sent and of what 
was missing, insofar as it gave place 
to corn and potatoes. 

In the cooking display was a cake, 
big. light, chocolate frosted, tempting. 
The blue card cake was called for, 
liut this one was unclaimed long after 
C o’clock. That cake was by the 
I unanimous vote of our Sccut troop on 
I duly “the best ever.” It tasted like 
I more. AA'e have since had the own- 
■ er’s approval of what we did. 

[ AS’hat about the preserves and the 
(-aiming demonstrations? They were 
good — very good. AA'e ca.n’t help 
' knowing that, can we? Through the 
; courtesy of the Gazette we are to 
I have a full report with names ami 
awards in this and other departments 
next week. That personal side can 
wait. Also they are to give us a no- 
tice in the (-ounty liulletin, and those 
.'iraji shots taken and any others you 
may have ready when sciiool opens 
will be used. Did you get this slogan 
for your notes: 

"AA’e eat what we can; we can wbrcl 
we can. 


"And we eat what we can in AA’ey- 
mouth." 

Let’s remember why we nil worked 
so this summer, why we hung the 
flag over our display, why we are go- 
ing to be patient with each other 
while w-e correct the Inevilnble mis- 
takes in returning jar.s. Not one jar 
w-ns iiroken when it reached the lent. ■ 
Even more than tlie vegetaliles, tliese 
jars were jilcked up and examined 
nnd compared. It may take time to 
trace losses, liut the jars left you in I 
perfect condition nnd you will lose' 
nothing in the end. 

And the I’IGS, the projierty of tlio 
AA'. 1’. r. nnd of other pig dull mem- 
bers in Norfolk (’ounty. AA'e held the 
first five prizes in AA’eymnuth. To lie 
sure w-e had more pigs than all the 
rest of the county to choose from, w-e 
ought to have good pig.s to show-. But 
our little black pig. "lAIiuknlnni," 
that took first prize for us. was call- 
ed by one man "As pretty a little pig 
as I ever saw." 

Wait for the complete list of pre- 
miums next week. This week we want 
to say "thank you" to the offlcials of 
the fair, who made it possible for us 
to take part; to the Scout troop, who 
did guard duty from Thursday even- 
ing to Tuesday noon; to our County 
Farm Bureau, for its co-operation; to 
the contributors from out of town who 
helped to increase the Interest of the 
work; to our library, for the books en- 
trusted to us, and for the flag they 
loaned us; to the Judges, for time and 
thought given to awarding premiums; 
to visitors, for all the appreciative 
things they said. 

It w-as lots of work, but it was 
worth it.

Amf we 
are going to renew our efforts, repeat 
our school salute to the flag, and 
“look forward and not liack.”

Well, I watched the course of 
events; watched eagerly and dally. 
Twice I had received letters from her 
iniperlul lilghness, sliort notes in her 
firm, hold handwriting. 

From Von Metzsch came several 
cipher messages to the emperor after 
we had returned to Potsdam, but Zorn 
von Bulach, my colleague, deciphered 
all of them, and, as he was not my 
friend, I did not inquire aa to their 
purport. I knew, however, that mat- 
ters in I>re8den were fast approaching 
a crisis, and that the nnfortuiiate 
Hapshurg princess could no longer sus- 
tiiin tlie cruel nnd unjust pressure be- 
ing put upon her undoing. That a hun- 
dred of Germany’s .spies and agents 
provocateurs were busy I realized 
from the many messages by telephone 
and telegraph passing between Berlin 
and Dresden, and I felt certain that 
the ruin of poor Princess Louisa was 
nigh. 

A significant message came to Pots- 
dam late one December night — n mes- 
sage which, when I deciphered it and 
handed it to the emperor, caused him 
to smile. 

Tile princess had left Dresden ! 

Three days later, on December 9, 
a furtlier cipher telegram came from 
Von Metzscli, in Dresden, whlcli read: 
“Louisa has learned of tlie Sonnen- 
steln project, and has left Siilztiurg 
for Znricli, lier lirother uccumpunylug. 
— Von Metzscli.” 

Sonnensteln ! That was a private 
lunatic asylum! 

In a few moments the kaiser had 
summoned, liy ids private telepiione, 
Koeliler, tlien chief of the Berlin se- 
cret police, and given orders that tlie 
princess he watclied in Switzerland, 
lliilf an hour later tlirce police agents 
were on tlieir way to Zurlcti to follow 
the poor, distracted woman, even lie- 
yonit the confines of tlie empire. 

Sl.e was, no doiilit. In tleadly fctir 
of lictng sent to a living tonili, so timt 
lier inoutli should lie I'loseil forever. 
.And seeing licrsclf surrounded liy ene- 
mies and spies on every iiiind — for 
even lier tirotlier Leopold, wllli wlioni 
sin* laid traveled to .Switzerland, now 
refused to assist lier — slie adopted the 
only metliod of furtlier escape timt at 
tlie moment presented Itself. 

Alone hiid witliout anyone to advise 
lier, slie, as you know, took a desper- 
ate resolve, one ulus! fruuglit with 
di.sastrous consequenees. 

Tlio Iron Iiad indeed entered the 
poor princess’ soul.

1 reineiiiliered Monsieur GlruQ, 
wlio liud already suffered great* 
ly tlirougli lil.s frieiidsiiip witii me. It 
lie joined me, then iny tliglit fruiil 
Dresden would lie mnsidered us ufi 
elopement, and 1 sliould escajie a liv- 
ing deuili in a iiiudliouse ! Monsieur 
Giron was at tliut moment my only 
friend, and it was fur tliut reason that 
1 telegruplicd to liini at iirussels.

TRACTORS ARE USED BY CITY 

Buffalo Declared to Have Best Gar- 
bage Collection System by Boston 
Investigating Committee. 

BnfTalo has the he.st now’ gnrhnpe col- 
lection plan aeconliiig to tliree engi- 
neers that Mayor Curley of Boston 
sent to other cities to find out which 
had the lie.st one In opcrtitlon. The en- 
gin('(*r’8 ri’jiort di'scrlhes the Buffalo 
systi'in hrielly ns follows; 

“The elt.v Is divided Into districts of 
such slz(* that four horse-drawn ve- 
hicles will Imndle tliciparhiip(‘, iislii's or 
refuse, picking It uii from the houses. 
Tlie.se four veldelcs after filling are 
jiulled to a (•(•ntral jioiiit from which 
a tractor takes them on the long haul 
to the reduction jiliint, or duniji, as 
the case may he. In this way the sliort 
haul with frcijitent stnits is taken care 
of !)>’ horses, while for lln* long haul 
the tniclor is uscil taking several trail- 
ers. Cairo In routing veliii Ics would 
he necesstiry to g( t full ndvantage of 
the tractors and kec|> theiii ccnsiaiitly 
working. These tnietors cost about 
F5,(NI0 Hjih'ce and the trailers alxiut 
.S1..500. For a elly of the size of Bos- 
ton the first expense for this sclieine 
might he !i:2.’'id,(KMI, and eonsidcriihly 
study would be required to assure 
it.s economy."

Not a few cities diiniii tlielr giirhage 
ujion jilots of land located usually in 
outskirts of the elt.v. This Is not dis- 
jio.sal at all, hut simiily the jilaeing or 
removal of filth from om* locality to 
nnotlier. One heiillh authority has 
this to say In regard to duinjiing gar- 
bage on the outskirts: 

“Whole grouiis (’f zymotic diseases 
are tnieeahle lo ground eonditlons. 
When, us in some juirts, soils arc eom- 
jxi.sed of an uceuniulailon of decaying 
mutters from the city, the huilding of 
houses over It may coneeul hut cannot 
destroy the contuniinaiion. More or 
less of the foul air must find Its way 
out of the soil and emhiiiger the health 
of the jH-oide living uiioii It." 

A Hint for Gardeners. 

In city and town gardens, where the 
sjiuce Is restricted, it is best lo have 
the rows run the long way of the gar- 
den — north to sc'Uth if jxasslhle to j»r»- 
vciit the growing jilunts from sliadiag 
eacli otlier itiid jilantiug several kinds 
of similarly growing vegetahltxs like 
green onions, eurroUt, radishes, etc., 
':u the same row.

years. Friday and Saturday were 
rather quiet, the slight rain of Satur- 
day doubtless keeping many away,, 
l)ut on Labor day Day there was a 
record breaking crowd, fully 7,000, 
and there was something doing all 
day.

Fort Point 

A-N-D* 

Rose Cliff 


The Gazette correspondent, In 

talking with Mr. Torrey of the Wey- 
mouth Assessors and the Water 
Board, heard that gentleman express 
himself as being much Impressed with 
the news and stories of Fort Point 
and Hose Cliff each week In the Ga- 
zette. /Mr. Torrey lives at Thomas’ 
Corner, and he said that the whole 
town was talking about this jiarticu- 
lar correspondence, and while crltl- 
cistns were heard, as there naturally 
’ tvould he, a vast majority ot residents 
were both iileased and impressed 
' with what they read and wliat was 
suggested. 

— “An Improvement Society would 
he an innovation, and may he a neces- 
j sity in Fort Point,” said Mr. Torrey. 

[ “Such organizations in communities 
have always produced beneficial re- 
sults. I can remember when such a 
thing was suggested at Thomas’ Cor- 
ner, years ago, and soon a resident 
was observed with a lawn mower. 
This was followed by some action by 
other persons, and before long differ- 
ent persons began to make improve- 
ments, until that neighborhood pre- 
sented many commendable improve- 
ments. Fort Point is really a beauti- 
ful spot, particularly for summer va- 
cationists, and as most of the people 
own their own houses, if not their own 
land, any improvement would be of 
personal benefit. It would only need 
some combined effort on the part of 
half or a majority of the house own- 
ers, and it would require but little 
outlay.” 

— “Once get started making im- 
provements, and slackers would be 
shamed Into making improvements. 
It is some time since any improve- 
ments, yes. and needed repairs have 
Iteen made in and about Fort Point, 
tending to beautify the place, but once 
it gets started everyone will fall in 
line, especially if there is an active 
man at the head of the organization.” 

— There are prospects of several law 
suits arising from malicious gossip, 
and the cats of some of the residents 
down here this summer. Cliques have 
been formed, and in some cases the 
curiosity of women have encouraged 
them to use powerful field glasses to 
look into the homes of other women, 
who have been more popular than they 
are themselves. Other suits for crim- 
inal and civil libel arc to be instituted, 
and such eminent counsel as Melvin 
O. Adams, Vabey & Casson, and Dan 
C. Oakley of Boston have been con- 
sulted with a view to bringing action 
against the offenders. It looks as 
I though there will he a few celebrated 
I law cases the coming winter, occasion- 
I ed by doings and sayings about Fort 
! Point this season. 

I — It only needed a little suggestion, 

^ and a move on the part of someone, 
to make electric lighting mure general 
^ about Fort i’oiiit and Bose Cliff this 
j season. Heretofore many owners who 
I have been content to get (heir night’s 
light from kerosene, liave been per- 
suaded liy .Manager Mulligan of the 
1 Weymouth Electric I.,ighting Co., to 
linstal the more modern and satisfac- 
tory means of illuminution. Many new 
subscrihi rs for elec tric lights were 
tlius obtaiued. and Mr. Mulligan has 
shown ills ajiiireciatioii liy iiuick work, 
and the furnisliing of liglits immedi- 
ately wiring was ^ imidetely done. In 
c•on^e<luen(■e '.his vicinity lias l>»-en 
more |)resentaljle witli bright ligliis 
at nigiit. ami no doulit tiie remaiuing 
liungalows and liouses will have elec- 
tric lighting in.stalled beginning with 
next seabon. as it is done at little cost, 
and really the lights are cheaper than 
kerosene not to speak of the cleanli- 
- ' i<i -ini improve't •••'• 


— At the* iieglnnlng of the season It 
was stated 'that It was the Intention 
of the (Jazette to place Fort i’oini and 
Bose Cliff on the mnji nitout this ter- 
ritory. That there lias liecn tlie de- 
sired effect i.s in evidence, ns Hie Ga- 
zette is now tile jiarllcuiar talk nlioiit 
here wllli Imt one c'xccption. 

— Just |>rcvloiis to tile Hazcltc go- 
j Ing to press, on Tlnirsday. we Inid 
I more troiildo on tlie Fort I’oint lirandi 
of the Bay Slate Bnilwny. In cmise- 
qtience. Inisiness men anil I'liici-.s wlio 
had to get to Hie city, had to walk to 
Thomas rorni'i' lo take tlie trolley car 
from ilicro. c'ar travel from Hie I’oinI 
was tied np several limirs. Tlie (i.llii 
A. M. car friiiii Hie “(’orncr" liad its 
jiliig liox out of order? and li finally 
got out of c'onlrol of Sidney, and wlieii 
just opposite Hie Gladwin eorn field 
on Parnell street, tlie car jiimix'd the 
track. Word of tlie troiihle was i)lion- 
ed to till' ear liarn, and anollicr cay 
was sent along to meet tlie emergency. 
The niotorman, wlio no ilould is unin- 
formed as to tlio unsafe and danger- 
ous eondltlou of this t'arlicular liraitcli 
of the road, sent his car speeding 
along Fort I’oint road, tho ear indulg- 
ing in the 1)umi)ty-l)unn) movement un- 
til it reached nearly tlie old stiot in 
the hollow liy Bradley's hill, and there 
it tried to loop-the-loop, and there 
you are. it landed off the track, and 
as your correspondent is writing this, 
a few hours after the accidents, a 
wrecking crew, with a couple of ears, 
are trying to get the cars liack on the 
track. We certainly have had some 
exciting and trying experiences with 
the Bay State cars and tracks, since 
the six cent fares went into operation, 

— A big surprise was furnished last 
week in the enviable "arrayinent” of 
“Duke” Bupert Carven, who has been 
voted by his chums as being the real 
Beau Brumtnel of Fort Point and 
Bose Cliff. The Duke has certainly 
reached a point of perfection in dress- 
ing. and lias thrown the Apollos and 
Chesterfields hercaliouts into the dis- 
card.

— In previous issues of the Gazette 
attention has licen called to tho fact 
that many residents, particularly some 
located on Front street, facing Quincy 
bay, have been throwing their garbage 
In the water and along the beach. It 
w'as suggested that the nuisance be 
abated, but it has reached a point 
where the abuse of the health laws 
need enforcing. A little court fine, 
with a warning about a second of- 
fense, would be effective. To the 
above it may be said that these same 
people, as well as others, who own 
their own cottages, make it a practice 
of keeping their garbage in the rear 
of their houses, and in many instances 
uncovered. This is a gross menace to 
the residents’ health. A little atten- 
tion by the Board of Health might be 
a remedy, but owing to the fact that 
there was no funds provided for the 
collection of garbage at Fort Point 
and Bose Cliff this year, the Board of 
Health have overlooked what appears 
to be ail their duties, so far as this 
territory is concerned this year. It 
becomes more than ever clear that an 
Improvement society or club is need- 
ed, and it is suggested that a call be 
issued at once, so that It will be or- 
ganized before the end of the season, 
so as to be ready for business next 
year, after careful thought and plan- 
ning during the winter.

Weymouth sent four young men in- 
stead of three in the first quota to 
Camp Devens last Saturday — Lewis C. 
Hunt, Halsey Elwell, Thomas Riley 
and Edward H. Drown. 

The persistence of young Drown, 
that he shohld be included in the first 
quota, was rewarded at the eleventh 
hour, and he should make a good sol- 
dier. He had made a special request 
to be included, but between the local 
board and the district board' bis hopes 
were almost dashed. The local board 
referred him to the*dlBtrict board, but 
when the latter certified the names, 
young Drown was not included. Per- 
sonally on Friday he made a visit to 


Taunton, and to get back in time paid 
$6 for an auto ride. Then Judge Avery 
was the only member of the board 
at the Town House. He advised him 
to report on Saturday, when Asa P. 
French would be present, and then he 
could be certified. He was on hand 
and received his papers, and was off. 

At the Braintree depot the Wey- 
mouth and Braintree draft men re- 
ceived quite a reception. Both Judge 
Avery and Mr. French addressed them 
and gave them good advice. Leaving 
Braintree at 9 A. M., they reached 
Camp Devens at noon, being assigned 
to Co. L, of the 302d Infantry. 

Two of the Wfiymoutb draft men have 


been assigned to the commissary de- 
partment, — Lewis C. Hunt and Edward 
H. Drown. All report that they al- 
most froze the first of the week as 
the barracks are not heated and the 
men have not been supplied with over- 
coats. The Weymouth men passed the 
army surgeons and have been innocu- 
lated on the arm and under the 
shoulder, so that they are somewhat 
sore. Drilling has commenced. 

The Exemption Board for the Wey- 
mouth ' and Braintree district expect 
to send about 90 more men to Camp 
Devens at Ayer next Wednesday, and 
90 more on Wednesday, Oct. 3. 

A report, however, comes from 
Framingham that a list of drafted 
men, from towns in which the 5th 
Regiment’s companies were located, is 
being compiled at the State House 
and that with the War Department's 
approval these men will be sent to 
Framingham to fill the ranks of the 
5th, instead of going to Ayer. The

To teach them how to swim, how to 
rescue and resuscitate the drowning, 
row’ and sail u boat run nnd manage 
a power boat; local piloting, casting 
and lead, steeling; liow to keep them- 
selves and the cruft neat nnd clean, 
how to be prompt and cheerful, olicdl- 
ent, alert, active and resourceful — 
these ure nil included. 

The use of tlie mariner’s compass, 
the use of tlic lond.s in sounding, nil 
tho parts nnd Idcutillcutlon murks of 
all kinds of vessels, tlie kee]iing of a 
log book, tlie servlug on tho watches, 
even tlie methods of living aboartl sliip 
ure learned by Nautical Hcouts, for 
tlie training Is a tliorough one. 

There are troops near Boston, Phil- 
adelphia, in Oregon, Florida and on tbu 
Gulf tliut get a taste of the real s(iu 
life. Nautical scouting as practiced 
near Pittsburgh, and In the New Eng- 
land states and along tlie Great Lakes 
makes use of lakes end rivers. It is 
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up wherever there la enough water to 
float a boat and enough boys to man It 

In carrying out the program tbe Nau 
tlcal Scouts visit other ships in tho vi 
cinlty and there become familiar wltl 
tbe nomenclature, as well ns the wholi 
run of the vessel. Naval history is in 
eluded in the program of work, nnd a 
opportunity nlTorda, Scoulli leader 
take the boys on cruises, stopping a 
other ports and visiting such institi.

Daniel Beard, national Scout con 
missloner, has pointed out that tli 
Nautical Scouts cun perfonu very us- 
ful service In looking fur wrecks t 
vessels In distress, noting wlint vosse 
pass nnd what descriiitlons of v(?Bse 
they ore, whether the vessels in tl 
ofling are frelglitcrs or passenger bout 
steamers, gasolino laiiiiclies, cut boat-, 
sloops, Bcliooiicrs, Inlgs, l)r!"antln6s, 
barks, barkciitiiics or full rigged slilps.

Government Finally Closes Down 
on Industrial Workers of 
the World. 

MANY RAIDS AND ARRESTS 


Italians Continue Victorious Progrese ' 
Toward Trieste — Germane Take 
Riga and Great Naval Battle 
in the Gulf of Finland 
la Expected. 

By EWARO W. PICKARD. 

Its war Industries hampered, its dig- 
nity utitraged and Its path'tice es- | 
hausted, the government of the Unlletl i 
1 States arosi* lu Its might last week anJ 
; began the proct*ss <if siiuiisliing the dli- 
j reputable and disloyal Iiidiistrlnl 
i Workers of the World. In more time 
! n score of cities, mostly In the mlddlt 
; and far West, their headquarters and 
I printing olllces were nihled and great 
I quantities of material seized. The 
i department of Justice prepared for this 
action secretly and curried it out 
swiftly and sknifully, and Is now reatjy 
to have the leaders of the organization 
Indicted- If the documents taken war- 
rant this. In some cities many arrests 
were made. I'rosccutlons may he 
started under the new espionage law. 
or any one of .several other laws. 

Two of the things that caused Uncle 
Snm to get after the I. W. W. were the 
preaeiiiiig of subotiige — the wllfull de- 
struction of priiijcrty — and the use of 
“stlckerottcs” dcslgn«*d to obstruct en- 
listing, which were plastered all over 
the country. They are also accused 
of misusing the mails to send out mat- 
ter advocating treason, insurrection 
and forcil)le resistance to the luw.s con- 
cerning tile currying on of the war. 

The ilocutuenlH seized show that the 
I. W. W. was planning a nation-wide 
I strike which, it imped, would tie up 
munition plants, railroads and lumber 
mills, and tlie sabotage advocated was 
to be practiced in connection with this 
strike. 

There is a well grounded lielief tliot 
the leaders of the I. W. W, are con- 
stantly supplied with funds from Ger- 
man sources, liut the great muss of its 
members no doubt are merely Ignorant 
and mlslt-d creatures. 

The nutlonul liendquarters of the 
Socialist party in C'lilcago also were 
raided and books and papers seized. , 
<‘Blg Bill" In Eclipse. 

Another “prominent" opponent of the 
I government — Wlllluni Hale Tlmmpsou, 

I the mayor of Chicago — came a cropper 
I last week. In dehuuce of the orders of 
I Governor Lowden, he compelled the 
police of Chicago to give protection to 
u meeting of the puciflsts who had 
Iteen barred from Wiscuusln, Minneso- 
ta and other states. Thereupon the 
governor sent troops to the city to pre- 
j vent reiietitlon of the offense, the city 
I council of Clilcugo formally rebuked 
' the mayor, the agents of the depart- 
ment of Justice begun inquiries iuto 
his conduct with a view to bis Indict- 
I ment, the press and people of the 
I country denounced him, and his in- 
1 funtile boom for the Illinois senator- 
ship collapsed utterly. He did not go 
I to the Kankakee fair, where that boom 
I was slated to be started. It Is dilllcult 
; to write of Thompson, Mason and otb- 
' er Btlll mure prominent foes of their 
! country in printable language. Thqse 
who combat the government's war ef- 
' forts “give aid and comfort to the 
' enemy" and exasperated loyalty won- 
ders why they are not subjected to the 
, penalties prescribed by the law against 
treason. 

Great Victory for Italians. 

When the Italian armies vu Tuesday 
stormed and capturi-d Aluute Sun Ga- 
briele they took the lust uiouutaiu fort- 
ress burring their way toward Laibach 
and an advance that would separate 
I the northern and southern Austrian 
^ armies. Such a movement probably 
I will compel tlie Austrians to evacuate 
I Trieste, w bicb has beeu under shell tire 
> from the water for daya, aud also Is 
likely to result in the taking of Tol- 


inlno liy Ciidornn's forces. In fact, a 
gcncrnl. retirement of tlie Austrians on 
that front was predicted. In the bat- 
tles on the Itnlnslzza plateau the Ital- 
ians captured Immense quantities of 
arms and munitions, for tlie enemy lied 
III haste and disorder. Nearer the 
coast, the fortress on Monte Hennudn 
still held nut against furious attacks, 
keeping the Italians from advancing 
on Trieste by that route. 

Riga Taken by Germans. 

Riga lias fallen, the kaiser rejoices 
and the war-to-victory party In Ger- 
many has a new argument. But this, 
like the Galician affair. Is rather a 
cheap victory over u disorganized 
army, and was expected. The Ilussluns 
liRve retired beyond the River Aa, 
flgliling fairly well as they went, and 
the flerce bravery of the Battalion of 
Death enabled them, to prepare a new 
line of resistance. 

The taking of lllgn gives Germany 
complete command of the Baltic and 
the way lies open for un advance on 
Petrugrad by land, but It Is not at all 
certain the kaiser will go on to the 
Russian capital. The route Is long and 
through ditllcult country, and the u<t- 
vantages of possessing Petrogrud 
might be offset by such an extension 
of his lines Just as winter is at hand. 
.\t the time of writing, it appears like- 
ly that the Geruiun Baltic licet will 
meet the Russian sen forces In battle 
in tite Gulf of Finland. It is lielleved 
the fortified Island of Osel at tlie head 
of tlie Gulf of 'Riga and the port of 
Reval, which guards tlie entrance to 
tlie Gulf of Finland, cannot hold out 
long, and tl«e Russian fleet tlius Is like- 
ly to be cooped up under the guns of 
KroQstudt, the great fortress that pro- 
tects the port of Petrograd. 

Part of tlie German fleet already ha.s 
beeu sighted at the entrance to the 
Gulf of Finland. 

Germany’s offensive against Russia 
appears to Imvc been timed to coincide 
witli an expected counter-revolution 
lilaiiiicd to restore autocracy in Russia. 
The plot, how’ever, was uncovered and 
many arrests of grand dukes and oth- 
ers liuve been made. 

General Atexlcff, former commander 
in chief, and General Vussilkovski, 
conitiiunder of the Petrugrad garrison, 
agreed Thursday that the fall of Riga 
did not threaten Petrogrud and was of 
uiorul but not strategic luiportance. 

On the Western Front. 

In France and Flanders the week 
brought little change lu the positions 
of the opposing armies, thtiugh the 
ilghtlng was uninterrupted. The Brit- 
ish deluged the Geruiun lines in Bel- 
gium witii shell tire tiint Indicated an- 
other drive, and there were reports 
that Crown Prince Rupreebt was pre- 
paring to execute another “strategic 
retreat" to the Courtrai-Thourout line 
and tlius give up a strip of territory 
east of Vpres from ten to twenty miles 
deep. This would help the allies on 
their way toward the German subma- 
rine buses at Zeebrugge aud other 
[lorts on the Belgian coast. 

The Germuus made several air raids 
on England, killing a number of per- 
sons. especially at Chatham, aud one 
of their U-boats shelled Scarborough. 
The British press exhibits some un- 
easiness lest the Germans have "got 
the Jump" on the allies in the matter 
of Increased air forces. The United 
States, however, is coming fast In this 
respect, building machines as rapidly 
as possible and training a big army of 
aviators, here and abroad. 

• Again oh Thursday night the Ger- 
man aviators devoted their ottentlon 
to the French hospitals behind the 
Verdun lines, bombarding them for six 
and a half hours aud killing 19 soldlera 
who already were severely wounded. 

If a cablegram from Shanghai ia to 
be believed. fJhina is about to enter 
into active participation in the war. 
The Twenty-fourth army corps, com- 
posed of IS.OUO picked troops froia the 
northern provinces. Is said to be mobil- 
ized fur iuiiuediate departure for Eu- 
rope, probably through Siberia to the 
eastern front to assist the Russians 
aud RuumaBluus. The corps includes 
several euia{moles of engiueers oltl- 
cered by Chinese graduates of Ameri- 
can colleges, and an aviation corps 
tralni-d by Aiuerican and French air- 
men. These troops would be the first 
Mongolians to fight in Europe since the 
time of Genghis fihau, 800 years ago. 

Argeutiua two weeks ago was rejoic- 
ing over a supposed diplomatic victory 
over Germany In the matter of U- 


bonts. Now the South. American re- , 
public is In the throes of a great rail- 
way strike which Is certainly fomented 
and financed by Germans. Thousnnd.v 
of workmen have quit and tliere lias 
been serious destruction of property 
and considerable rioting. ^ 

From "an American port" conics an 
exciting story of a concerted attack 
hy seven German submarines on a 
fleet of 22 allied merchantmen west- 
bound. Four of the largest of the 
steamships were sunk by torpedoes, 
but tlie guns of the others destfoyed 
three of tlie U-boats. The battle took 
place 30 miles off the oou.st of Ireland. 

Organized Labor Loyal. 

Organized labor in the United 
States, determined to as-sert its loyal- 
ty, met last week lu Minneapolis, to- 
gether wltli many radicals and Social- 
ists, and formed the American Alliance 
for Labor and Democracy. Under the 
leadersliip of Samuel Gompera, Frank 
P. Walsb, John Spargo and others, the 
delegates declared the new organiza- 
tion firmly buck of tlie armed forces of 
the government in their fight for “a 
victory which will mean the coming 
of tlie greatest world democracy ever 
dreamed of." Definite reports have 
been circulated that laborites ore plan- 
ning to cripple various Industries by 
strikes, especially the fuel industry. 
These reports, Mr. Gompers declares, 
«lo not relate to the American Federa- 
tion of Labor. They are, however, too 
well substantiated to be Ignored. 

The British trades union congress by 
a vote of 2,81)4,000 to 91,000 declared 
itself opposed to participation in the 
Stockholm congress, and this, taken 
with the refusal of many countries to 
grant passports to delegates, probably 
win result in tlie entire abandonment 
of the gathering in the Swedish city. 

Pope Preparing Second Note. 

Not wholly discouraged by the fail- 
ure of his peace note. Pope Benedict 
is preparing a second proposal for the 
ending of the war. Premier RIbot, 
speaking on the Marne battlefield, de- 
clared that a requisite in any peace 
treaty acceptable to France woo the 
restoration of Alsace-Lorraine. 

The German press continues to heap 
abuse and ridicule on President Wil- 
son for his reply to the pope's note, 
declaiming loudly against his demands 
that the government of Germany be 
democratized before peace cun be 
made with it. But the reichstag ma- 
jority is insistently demondlng Just 
about the reforms tbe president con- 
siders essential. 

Dispatches from Switzerland say tbe 
central powers have determined on 
the partition of Poland. According to 
the plan, Germany is to take about 
one-tenth of Russian Poland to rectify 
her frontier, and Austria will annex 
the remainder, unite it to QalJda and 
proclaim the territory the united Uhg- 
dom of Poland, with Emperor Oharlee 
as its king. It Is to have Its own par- I 
llament, but Its foreign policy, flnancee 
and army are to be controll^ by Ans- 
tria. This plan doep not please Hun- 
gary, because that country thinks Its 
influence will be lessened If tbe em- 
pire becomes a triple kingdom. 

Led by President Wilson and mem- 
bers of the senate and house, and es- 
corted by thousands of soldiers and 
sailors, the young men of tbe District 
of Columbia selected for service in the 
National army paraded the streets of 
Waslilogton on Tuesday, and similar 
'parades took place lu hundreds of 
cltlee and towns. Next day tbeoe men 
of the National army began streaming 
from all points of tbe compass Into 
tbe 18 cantonmept camps built for 
their training and Instruction. They 
are the flret B per cent of tbe 687,090 
men selected by the draft. 

The long wrangle in the senate over 
war profits taxalioo ended In the 
feet of tbe high tax group and the 
adoption of tbe finance committee's 
provisions for a total levy of $1,280, • 
900,000, or about a third of this year's 
war and normal excess profits. This 
would make the bill total f2,S22,000,- 
000.

The concrete floor la made In the bot- 
tom of this pit by ponndltig down 
stones and filling In between them 
with concrete grout mortar. Then the 
Inside wooden forms arc put In place 
and the side walls are raised a foot 
above the floor. The earth Is dug 
square so ns to answer for the outside 
form. The top of the hog wallow walls 
are made after the fashion of n curb, 
to reach up above the ground about 
2 Inches to keep out dirt. A 2 by 4 
is used ns an outside form above the 
ground.

PLANNING HOME IS BIG TASK 

Many Problems of Location and Con- 
atruction Must Be Solved Before 
Excavations Are Started. « 

A location for n homo should b(» n 
•Ito with a restful aspect. Home hulld- 
ars should persistently nnd seriously 
consider nil of the numerous features 
entering Into the situation and con- 
itnictlon of a house which they thein- 
•elves are to occupy. 

Very many problems of location and! 
lonstruction roiTst be solved even be-j 
loro excavations for a homo aro-stnrt- 

E l. All members of the family which' 
to be the first occupant of the bnlld- 
Ing should be privileged. In facL they| 
should bo Invited, to freely express 
their Ideas as to proper location and 
construction, both as to type or archi- 
tecture, nnd construction materials. 
Every requisite of those who are to 
occupy the house, every possibility nnd 
limitation should be carefully consid- 
ered nnd decided upon before the site 
Is chosen and before the plans aro 
drafted. 

If part of the family goes to business 
each day It will be necessary to con- 
struct the home near a railway sta- 
tion or trolley line. If there are chil- 
dren of school age in the family It is 
Imperative for the young folks’ wel- 
fare to select a building site In a com- 
munity with good schools and to locate 
the home within a reasonable distance 
of the school or schools which the 
children will attend. These and other 
details should be given careful consid- 
eration. 

TURNING SEWAGE INTO ASSET 

British City Shows How Profit Can 
Be Made by Scientific Handling 
of Waste Effluent 

Through Installation of modem sew- 
erage nnd garbage disposal systems 
many cities of this country are eccur- 
ing valuable by-products from waste, 
but our municipalities could probably 
emulate to advantage the method 
adopted by an English city in creating 
an asset out of n waste effluent dlffl- 
cult of disposal, says the Manufac- 
turers’ Record. According to a state- 
ment In commerce reports by the Unit- 
ed States consul at Bradford, England, 
that city recovers the grease In the 
sewage coming from many wool-wash- 
ing nnd scouring establishments lo- 
cated there and turns It Into a profit- 
able by-product. 

This grease by-product Is said to he 
of value in the leather-dressing trade 
and to some extent in branches of the 
textile industry. 

The sales of the recovered grease 
by the sewage works of the city of 
Bradford were reported to amount to 
$380,320 In 1010 nt the present high 
price of $122 a ton, nnd It Is estimated 
that for this year over $340,000 will bo 
realized from this source. In addition 
I to nearly $25,000 derived from the sale 
j of manure or fertilizer made from the 
I sludge left after the extraction of the 
' grease. Because of the development 
j of this by-product It Is thought the 
! Bradford sewage work will bo self- 
supporting In 1917. 

Danger In Municipal Pigs. 

One method of dl.sposlng of garbage 
Is that ndiipled by many munlelpnll- 
tle.s of feeding It to pigs, Approxl- 
I iiiately 10 per cent of the total col- 
loetion In 1909, according to reports of 
I cities of 30,000 nnd over, was hnn- 
dled in this manner. This may ho a 
slight improvement over dumping It, 

, hut only for small places where the 
garbage can he handled before It de- 
cays. So serious n matter Is this sys- 
tem that the state of Colorado has 
passed a law compelling all inent mar- 
kets to slate whether the pork sold by 
them was fed on untreated garlmge. 
Another state hoard of health finds 
that of 1,01)0 hogs fed on city garbage, 
33 per cent had tuberculosis. “The Idea 
of eating garbage-fed pork Is disgust- 
ing,” says tine mayor. The eating of It 
may be Injurious. 

Halnault ForesL 

Ilainault forest, where the London 
county council golf courses will be 
closed for the remainder of the war, 
hc-ars a title that torments the anti- 
quaries, some of whom have gone to 
Germany for a derivation. But “Haln- 
ault" Is really a modern corruption of 
u word variously written “Hlneliolt" or

part of the royal forest near Colches- 
ter. Anciently Halnault forest com- 
jirised that portion of the great forest 
of Waltham which lay south and east 
of the River Ruding, and was admin- 
istered by the same officials as Ep- 
ping forest. — London Clironlcle.

SHARKS TO SERVE MANKIND 

Veteran Fisherman Believes That, 
Properly Handled, the Meat of ' 
the Fish Is Edible. 

Bussell .T. fjoic.s of Danvlllp, Vn., 
who taught roloiu'l Roosevelt how to 
hurpDou (levHllsli, nmiotinccd Hint he 
has discovered a method of preventing 
wfirld-wldc starvation by tost.s he has 
ciirricd out with regard to certain spe- 
cies of the dark shark and ray family. 
Mr. Coles has jnst come hack from 
Morchenil City, N. C., where he caught 
a mimher of llsh, and despite the p<di' 
nlar belief that the eating of them 
would bring death in a terrible form, 
he decided to lid\e tho risk and he 
sampled several of them. He has sent 
a complete record of his findings to 
Herbert Hoover in the hope that the 
food administrator will inellne an ear 
and start the fashion of shark eating. 

Mr. Coles believes that the sides of 
the largc-r fish may he tanned and con- 
verted Into marketable leather. 

After trying .several methods the 
Danville man gives the following re- 
ciiu! for cooking shark steak : 

Salt heavily for 30 mlautes, soak out 
in three waters, parboil u few minutes, 
change water, parboil ngala, cook 
heavily seasoned and serve hot. The 
anuiuiit of seasoning must be used ac- 
cording to the odor of the meat.

I Provides Essentials to Health of 
I Stock — Upkeep Low If First* 
Class Material Goea Into 
j Building.

What Is required for the successful 
.’nislng of hogs? The answer Is pure 
ilr, good water, clean feed and clean 
pastures. Ventilation supplies pure 
air, a deep well with power pump and 
a system of water pipes will supply 
pure water In nhundanco. A good con- 
crete floor with a waterproof surface 
graded to lead the surplus liquid away 
will fix the drainage. A hose attach- 
ment will quickly wash the floor, the 
concrete or steel troughs and force 


made In panels, Is placed •ntslAe of 
the trough when In use. After dip- 
ping. the portable fence panels are fit- 
ted over against the lane fence and 
are wired fast lo hold them umiglit 
until needed again, ^ 

To protect hogs from vermin In the 
Slimmer lime, the cheapest and most 
convenient arrangement Is a hog wal- 
low. Where a good ninny hogs are 
kept, a mnnher of wallows are neces- 
sary. These are made of concrete by 
first digging a pit about a foot deep. 
The concrete floor Is made In the bot- 
tom of this pit by pounding down 
Slones and filling In between them 
with concrete grout mortar. Then tho 
Inside wooden forms arc put In place 
and the side walls are raised a foot 
above the floor. The earth Is dug 
square so as to answer for the outside 
form. The lop of the hog wallow walls 
are made after the fashion of a curb, 
to reach up above the ground about 
2 inches to keep out dirt. A 2 by 4 
is used ns nn outside form above the 
ground. 

These hog wallows should be neatly 
finished. The forms should be made 
true and tho curb or coping should be 
beveled on the edges so ns to give a 
neat appearance and prevent chip- 
ping. The wallows arc built along the 
stock lane at Intervals, so the hogs 
may be admitted from the different 
fields, either by opening the gates or 
by creeps. 

The yards In front of the hoghonse 
should be paved with concrete. The 
work Is done by grading the ground 
with a drop of about 2 Inches In tho 
width of the floor, w’hlch Is 10 feet. 
The concrete Is laid sidewalk fashion, 
by marking off the area with 2 by 4’8, 
making blocks 6 feet square. The 
lower part of the blocks may be made 
with a lean mixture of concrete on top 


ttomeTown 
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the dirt out of the bottom of the 
drains. Steel partitions between the 
pens discourage bacteria and a com- 
bination of all of tliese improvements 
Insures success. 

A winter hoghonse of the most mod- 
em type Is shown in the perspective 
and floor plan. It Is made on the saw- 
tooth plan with the upper windows 
placed directly over the pens. The 
roof plan Is worked out to fit the lat- 
itude in which it is to be built, so the 
sun will shine Into the nests at farrow- 
ing time, both spring and fall. 

The building is 24 feet by 54 feet 
In size, built of structural tile, on a 
foundation of concrete. Thl.s makes 
n hollow wall above grade which Is 
both wlndproof and dampproof. Tho 
concrete floor slopes from the outside 
walls to tlip gutters at the sides of 
the center feeding alley. These gut- 
ters drain out at the far end of the 
hoghonse and are easily kept clean 
with a hose. 

The equipment Inside is made as 
completely sanitary as possible wltfc 
steel i)artltlons, manure and feed car- 
riers suspended from overhead tracks, 
feed troughs made of concrete for the 
rgp sows and feed troughs made of 
for the smiill(*r hogs, q'he house 
anned and built Uw «‘asy cb'aulng 
for ease and Ciuiifort lii (fijlng the 

n the north side of the liogliouse 
s nilvlsable to build a long, narrow 
Ipplng tank for the hogs. It slioabl 
be 18 inches wide at the top and 8 


ol which a surface layer rich enough 
to prevent water-logging is placed. 
Tie hog feeding floor Is not Intended 
foe hard use, so it is neither thick nor 
expensive, but it answers the purpose 
splendidly. 

There should be a good wire fence 
all around the outside, stapled to con- 
crete ^osts. The floor is used for 
feedlpg and as an exercising yard for 
hogs during the fall and spring, and 
when the weather is mild in winter, 
tn summer and fall the feeding floor 
is used to finish the hogs for the mar- 
ket. Sometimes a bunch of 20 or 30 
will be fed on the floor every day for 
a week or two and permitted to walk 
back to the fields between feeds. 
Later on, say two weeks before ship- 
ping, they are confined on the feed- 
ing floor and in the hoghonse until 
ready for market. Thl.s makes a coin- 
blniitlon summer and winter hoghonse. 

Such a complete hog department ns 
this re(|nlres a number of small porta- 
ble hoghouses to be used In the fields. 
Sanitary liog raising jdans should bo 
carried out all through tlio different 
sea.sons. Winter pasture ns well ns 
siiring, fall nad sununer pasture 
should be provided in difi'ereiit fields 
of the farm to work In with a thor- 
ough sy.stein of rotation of crojjs. 

'Tlie iiiii tabJo housi s may la? 0 by 8 
feet, simply made, with shed roofs. 
Tliey may he huuled away and placed 
in any field for the accommodation of 
sow.s with their liUers, or to make

PLANNING HOME IS BIG TASK 

Many Problems of Location and Con- i 

struction Must Be Solved Before 
Excavations Are Started. * 

A location for n homo should bo n 
llto with a restful aspect. Home hulld- 
•ra should persistently and seriously 
consider nil of the nnmerous features 
entering Into tho situation and con- 
Ntructlon of n house which they thein- 
•elves nre to ocenpy. 

Very many prohlem.s of location andl 
fonstmcllon mitst be solved even be-j 
loro excavations for a home aro-start- 
9 d. All members of the family which' 
b to he the first occupant of tho build- 
ing should be privileged, In fact, they| 
should he Invited, to freely express 
tliclr Ideas as to proper location and 
construction, both ns to type or archi- 
tecture, and const rucl Ion materials, 
tvery requisite of tho.se who nre to 
occupy the hou.so, every possibility nnd 
limitation should be carefully con.sld- 
ered nnd decUled upon before the site 
Is chosen and before the plans nre 
drafted. 

If part of the family goes to bnsiness 
each day It will be necessary to con- 
Btruct the home near a railway sta- 
tion or trolley line. If there are chil- 
dren of school age in tho family It Is 
Imperntlvo for tho young folks’ wel- 
fare to select a building site In a com- 
munity with good schools and to locate 
the home within a reasonable distance 
of the school or schools which the 
children will attend. These and other 
details should be given careful consid- 
eration. 

TURNING SEWAGE INTO ASSET 

British City Shows How Profit Can 

Be Made by Scientific Handling 
of Waste EffluenL 

Through Installation of modern sew- 
erage and garbage disposal systems 
many cities of tills country are secur- 
ing valuable by-products from waste, 
but our municipalities could probably 
emulate to advantage the method 
adopted by nn English city In creating 
an asset out of a waste eflluont diffi- 
cult of disposal, says the Manufac- 
turers’ Record. According to a state- 
ment In commerce reports by the Unit- 
ed States consul at Bradford, England, 
that city recovers the grease In the 
sewage coming from many wool-wash- 
ing and scouring establishments lo- 
cated there and turns it Into a profit- 
able by-product. 

This grease by-product Is said to bo 
of value in the leather-dressing trade 
I and to some extent In branches of the 
' textile Industry. 

The sales of the recovered grease 
] by tile sewage works of the city of 
i Bradford were reported to amount to 
j 5389,320 In 1010 at the present high 
j price of $122 a ton, and It is estimated 
j that for this year over $340,000 will bo 
realized from this source. In addition 
! to noarty $‘25,000 derived from the sale 
I of manure or fertilizer made from tho 
I sludge left after the extraction of the 
' grease. Becau.se of the development 
j of this by-product It Is thought the 
I Bradford sewage work will bo self- 
supporting In 1917. 

Danger in Municipal Pigs. 

One meihfxl of disposing of garbage 
1 is that adopted by many munleipnll- 
ties of feeding It to pigs. Approxi- 
nialely 10 per cent of tho total col- 
lect ion In 1909, according to reports of 
cities of 30,000 and over, was han- 
dl<-d in this nainner. This may ho a 
slight iaiiiroveiaenl over dumping it, 
hut only for small places where tlie 
garbage can ho linndled hefori' It de- 
cays. So serious a matter Is lids sys- 
tem thiit the state of Colorailo has 
piissed a law eompi'lling all meat mar- 
kets to state wlielher tho pork sold by 
them was fed on unlretiti'il garbage. 
Another state hoard of liealth finds 
that of l.&X) hogs fed on city garliage, 
j 3.’1 per cent had tuberculosis. "'The Idea 
i of «*uiiag garbage-fed jiork Is disgust- 
ing," says one mayor. Tho eating of It 
may be Injurious,

Strain the juice to 
remove all pulp. 

Bermuda Pudding.— Heat n third of 
a cupful of butler with a half cupful of

II cupful of flour sifted with u tea- 
spoonful of baking powder iiml a little 
salt and a lahlespooiifiil of orange 
marmalade or rasjiherry jam. Four 
into a buttered mold, cover with hiil- 
tered paper and steam geiilly for two 
hours. Serve hot with a sweet sauce. 

German Apple Pudding. -Ileal an 
egg until light, add a cuid'iil of milk, 
two cniifiils of flour sified with two 
teasiiooiifuls of haking powder, a little 
salt and a tahlespoonful of midteil hut- 
ter, stir well and pour into n well-hut 
lered pan. Press qittirlered aiiples in 
rows into the iiilxiure. sprinkle with a 
leaspoonful of einnanion mixed with 
half a <-iipful of brown sugar and bake 
until the apjiles are done. Serve hot 
with ereani or <-old with coffee or lea. 

Cauliflower Soup. — Wash and trim 
one cauliflower and cook with one 
onion in hoiling sailed water until ten- 
der.

Beef Loaf. — One pound chopped 1 
•Steak, two eggs, two eraekers. salt and 
peppar, one-half teas])oouful leaf sage, 
lloll the ernekers to n powder, heat 
the eggs nnd add all to the meat whteh 
has been mixed with the seasoning.

Former Yale Pitcher Not Very Highly 
Pleased With His Experience aa 
Professional Ball Player- 
Found It a Loss. 

Nelson M. Way, better known n.s Pie 
Way, former Y’nie pitcher and later a 
iiieiiiher of the New York (Hants’ sfnIT 
of box artists, retired from the game 
for good not hmg ago to enter upon a 
business career. Pie was not very 
lilglily pleased over Ills experience as 
a professional player, as the following 
remarks atirilmted to lilm attest: 

“I don’t want to be In the itoslllon of 
nttarking haseliall, tlmt Is, jirofesslon- 
al liaselinll. It Is none of my Imsliies.s 
and 1 haven’t umoniited to enotigli In 
tlie gaiae to stand as a erltle. But I 
I'lin say that 1 found It a loss, so far 
I’s 1 was roiicerned. I say tills In sjilte 
of the fact that I could sign at h'list 
two very satisfactory oontracts with 
good minor league cliilis, witli tlie pros- 
pect, of course, of working my way to 
the big league. But I don’t want it. 

".lack Coonilis put It correctly wlien 
he said tliat a college man goes Into 
the big league with an edueallon and 
comes out without one. Cooiiihs Is a 
college man who has spent a miinher 
of years In organized liasehall, and he 
ought to know. In fact, I could see It 
for myself. You have no great Incen- 
tive to read or keep up with the 
times; there Is no bookish association. 

“Few of the hlg leaguers do any 
worth-while reading and association 
with them does not tend to any amount 
of mental develo|iment. Of course, this 
does not appeal to all, hut I am speak- 
ing of the general run. They are all 
good follows, so fur ns that goes, hut I 
merel.v say that the life they lead does 
not Incline to montui cultivation. Then 
you spend about all the money you 
earn. It appears on the surface of 
course that you can save a lot of 
money; I couldn’t. 

“There nre tips at the hotels and 
money to he dropped here and there 
every day until you find that you nre 
living pretty much up to your ineiaiie. 
And so playing along, you run through 
the prime of your youth and slow up. 
Then what have you got ahead of you? 
That is the way I figure It out. Of 
course, if a fellow can jump luto fast 
company and get ^fi.tKlO or 50,000 a 
year it will he all right, jvrovhled you 
know when to quit. But you never do. 
Baseball gets a hold on you. 

“Now when I was with Yale I did not 
feel the grlji of hasehall. In a city 
when the other fellows would go to a 
big league park 1 would go to some 
show : that Is to say I wasn’t much of 
n fan. But after several months In a 
regular organization I can see the dif- 
ference; the game gets into you and 
you want to slick. So I quit before the 
thing got too linn a grip on me.”

The Y. M. C. A., the Knights of 
Columbus and the Red Cross have 
their particular activities in the 
Training Camps and Cantonments and 
cannot udertake to act as librarians. 
Nor arc the huts of the Y. M* C. A. 
and the K. of C. quiet and suiterl to 
reading. These organizations are 
glad the Secretary of War has appoint- 
ed a Library War Council of the 
American Library Association to raise 
the funds wdtb which to build librar- 
ies and maintain expert library ser- 
vice. 

It Is peculiarly fitting that librar- 
ians should perform the valuaible ser- 
vice of selecting and distributing books. 
It is greatly to their credit that they 
have undertaken to raise (as their ex- 
pressive slogan puts it) "a million 
dollars for a million books for a 
million men." < 

A million dollars wiill probably not 
be enough. It is hoped the campaign 
during Camp Library Week, Sept. 24- 
30, will raise a much larger sum. 
Saturday, Sept. 22 will be Tag Day iu 
V- cyn.outh. 

The Library War Council has un- 
dertaken to provide a fully aqulpped 
and manned library at every Tra'nlug 
Camp and Cantonment of U. S. 
Soldiers, Sailors and Airmen at home 
and abroad . 

There are 32 camps of soldiers 
alone. A suitable library building 
will cost alt least $10,000, and prob- 
ably more. It should have from 10,- 


^000 to 15,000 volumes. These camps' 
jhave from 30,000 to 40,000 adult! 
males, a population nearly as great 
as Haverhill, and all of reading age 
and habit. To provide suitable 
trained librarians, repair and replace 
books, and care for upkeep of the 
buildings, will cause a million dol- 
lars to shrivel quickly.

IS MONARCH’S OFFICIAL HOME 

Old Usage Accounts for Ambassadors 

Being Accredited to the Court 
of 8t. James. 

The British court Is known ns tlfe 
Court of St, Jame;! bei'uuse the official 
residence of the king of England was 
at St. James’ pnlnco from the reign 
of William III to the year 1837, In the 
reign of Victoria. In that year the 
queen and all the rest of the royal 
family moved to Buckingham palace, 
so fur as concerns board and lodging, 
mere physical facts. In theory the 
court still resides at the squat and 
ugly edifice of St. James’, and levees 
and drawing rooms continue to he 
held there In support of the legal fic- 
tion. The name of St. James appears 
In connection with the present e<llflce 
because a hospital for lepers was oc- 
cupleil on the site before 1100 under 
dedication to St. James the Less. In 
1532 Henry VIII took over the proper- 
ty from its monastic possessors, de- 
stroyed the buildings and erected the 
palace, of which Huns Holbein Is said 
to have been the designer. While 
little of the old Tudor palace survived 
the fire la 1809 the chimney piece in 
the presence chamber displays the In- 
itials H. A. us a reminder that at the 
time It was constructed Anne Boleyn 
was queen. 

"Safety Clothing** for Workers. 

The Insurance companies which 
sign blanket policies for employers’ 
liability in big factories find that most 
of the accidents for which they have 
to pay cunipcnsution are caused by the 
clothing of the workman catching in 
some revolving gear or wheel. Some 
projecting fold or slackness In the 
clothing catches first and an arm or u 
leg Is drawn after It. At the Instance 
of these companies so culled “safety 
clothing" Is lieiug designed to mini- 
mize this danger. Not only are all 
unnecessary folds removed, but neces- 
sary aprons, smocks, etc., are being 
made so that If caught in the machin- 
ery they tear apart, instead of drag- 
ging the wearer after them. This re- 
sult is achieved by using snap fusteo- 
Ings Instead of sewing the psjta of 
the garments together.

L NEW SOLDiEPv

THE COMPANY HOME. 

The new eoldler hns born Instructed 
«s n mciiilter of a sqund, l>ut the com* 
ftany Is (he unit with which he will 
be pemmnently Identlfled. He mny be 
shifted from sijund to sqund ns the 
strenRth of the company vnrie.s, but 
he will In all probability continue to 
he a member of the same company. 
OwInR to the loose and tentnllvo or- 
Kanlxtitloa of the sqund — that Is, so 
far ns Individual memiters nre con- 
cerned — renl esprit de corps does not 
hcRin wllli the squad but with the com- 
pany. Even when In camp and mem- 
hers of the same sqund nre tentmntes, 
a chnnRc In the formation of the com- 
pany may occur at any time which 
would throw the new soldier Into a 
different squad. 

The company Is different. It Is a 
fixed and continuous thlnR — a RoinR 
concern, so to speak. It Is the new sol- 
dier’s military home, even on the 
march ; or, to put it another way. It Is 
his military elnss in the roRlment, 
which corresponds to his military col- 
lege. Toward other regiment a he feels 
«8 he would toward n rival college. 

The present regiment in the Ameri- 
can army consists of 15 companies. 
These Include 12 Infantry companies, 
Authorised to have 100 men and three 
officers at peace strength, and 150 men 
end three officers at war strength. The 
three additional companies which go 
to tnnkc up the 15 are headquarters, 
aupply and machine gun companies. 

The captain is the commander of the 
company. There nre two subordinate 
commissioned officers — the first and 
accond lieutenant. These command 
platoons, and, as need arises, in order 
of rank take command of the com- 
pany. 

Although the war department is con- 
alderlng the organization of companies 
of 250 men, on the French plan, under 
the Hay bill the company at peace 
strength is constituted as follows: One 
captain, one first lieutenant, one sec- 
ond lieutenant, one first sergeant, one 
tness sergeant, one supply sergeant, six 
aurgennts, 11 corporals, two cooks, 
tw’o buglers, one mecliauic, 19 privates 
of tbe first class, and 50 privates of the 
second class — total, 103, For war 
strength there are added two ser- 
geants, six corporals, one cook, one 
mechanic, nine privates (first class), 
and 31 privates (second class) — total, 
153 men and officers. 

A company is subdivided into pla- 
toons and squads. Tbe number both 
of platoons and sqnads varies accord- 
ing to whether tbe company is at 
peace or war strength, or even below 
the authorized peace strength. Like- 
wise, the strength of a sqund may vary 
In order to extend the frame worir of 
the company, except that no squad 
may contain less than six men. 

The company, then, is divided into 
two. three or four platoons, each con- 
sisting of not less than two nor more 
fhap four squads. In other words, at 
full war strength, there would be 10 
squads, or 128 men, in the four pla- 
toons. The remainder besides the offi- 
cers has assigned positions such as 
guides and file closers. 

The sergeants, of whom there may 
bo 11 at war strength, will be found 
to be of more importance in the com- 
pany than the corporal, who has no 
authority except over the men of his 
Immediate squad. Sergeants are not 
only in charge of two squads when so 
grouped, but may be placed in com- 
mand of a platoon. In a company of 
four platoons, two platoons at least 
must be commanded by sergeants. The 
new soldier will find that the sergeant 
Is the normal medium between tlie non- 
commissioned man and the otlicer, and 
that sergeants ace the supervisors of 
all company alTairs wh|cb relate exclu- 
sively to enlisted men. 

FORMING THE COMPANY. 

The company In line is formed In 
double rank. Tlie tallest men are 
placed on the right and tiie others are 
arranged, so far us It is practleuble. 
In order of height. The company is 
formed at tlie sounding of tiie “assem- 
bly” on the bugle. Tlie first sergeant 
takes position six paces in front of 
where tlie center of tiie company Is to 
be. The first sergeant, next in com- 
mand to the second lieutenant, is the 
only Doncoiunilssloned ofiicer who 
wears a saber. As he takes position, 
lie draws his saber and commands, 
“FALL I.N." 

The right guide of the company, who 
Is usually a senior sergeant, thereupon 
places himself on tlie siiot where the 
right of the company is to rest. This 
is abreast of the center of the com- 
pany, which is itself six paces buck 
from tbe point where tlie first sergeant 
lias taken position. The squads then 
form in their projH'r places to the left, 
auccesslvely, of the rigid guide. Squads, 
like individuals, are graduated in 
lieight. The falling in is superintend- 
ed by the other sergeants, who then 
take their (Hists. g 

Following the "reiKirt,” or roll call, 
and “lnsiK“Ctlon onus.” conducted by 
the first sergeant, if the company has 
been formed by squads, the first ser- 
geant salutes the captain and reiiorts, 
“Sir, all present or accounted for,” or 
gixes (lie name of the unuutliorized ub- 
seiitivs, and, without eommund, takes 
his i>ost. 

If tlie ionipuny has not been formed 
by squa la, the first sergeant effeets 
the division tiy the command, “t'orNT 
ilFF." Al this, tlie stiuads successively 
^vuut oil as in the school ul the squad. 


But when by this iiroppss the posttMR 
of No. 4 In the front rank of a squad M 
established, the corporal assumes It, 
exchanging whatever man It Is neca^ 
sary to displace. 

The captain. In advance of reeelvlnf 
the report of the first sergeant, placet 
himself 12 pocea In front of the center 
of the company. He returns the snlntt 
of the first sergeant, and then drawrs 
his saber. The lieutenants, taking 
their posts behind the company, to the 
rear of the right and left guides, when 
the first sergeant has reported, draw 
their sabers with the captain. 

The alignments of the company are 
executed ns proscribed In the school 
of the squad. The guide, however, Is 
established instead of being the flank 
file. The rear-rank man of the flank 
file keeps hts head and eyes to the 
front and covers his file lender. 

The company executes the “halt, 
rests, facings, steps nnd marchings, 
manual of arms, loadings nnd firings, 
takes Intervals nnd distances and as- 
sembles, Increases nnd diminishes In- 
tervals, resumes attention, obliques, re- 
sumes the direct march nnd preserves 
alignments," ns set forth In the school 
of the soldier nnd the school of the 
sqund. Th^ dilTerence is that the 
word “company” is substituted In com- 
mands for "sqund." 

The practical value of the Instruc- 
tion nnd training which the new sol- 
dier receives In the school of the 
squad now begins to dawn upon him. 

THE COMPANY AND “SQUADS 
RIGHT.” 

As soon as the company has formed 
nnd starts to march In close-order drill, 
the now soldier will find himself put- 
ting Into application more nnd more 
of whnt he has learned In sqund drill. 
This will be Intelligent application, too, 
for he will now be able to see whnt 
It Is all about. Previously, It was nec- 
essary for him to learn certain move- 
ments in the squad as a unit, for It 
would he impossible to explain to the 
company as a whole the details of n 
company movement which Is bn.sed 
upon n collective sqund movement, un- 
le.ss the sqund movement Itself were 
first comprehended. The ports of the 
machine must be perfected seimratel.v. 
nnd then, as he has before observed, 
be fitted together. 

If the company Is marching in line, 
nnd hence forward on a company front, 
probably the first command which the 
captiiln would give Is, “Squads right 
(left) MARCH !” The purpose of this 
command would be twofold. In the 
first place. It would change the direc- 
tion of the march by diverting It 
squarely off to the right. In the sec- 
ond place, it would form the company 
Into a column of squads — that is, four 
men abreast, in place of the company 
line. This is a far more flexible front, 
and one more easily bandied in march- 
ing. 

The movement Itself Is executed 
precisely ns In “sqund right (left),” os 
already described la the school of the 
squad. Tbe new soldier would do 
well to return nnd refresh his recol- 
lections of the details. 

As a practical Illustration of what 
has taken place following the com- 
mand "squads rig^it,” imagine that the 
company is marching on nn armory 
drill floor. It is in line — that Is com- 
pany front — and Is advancing up the 
left side of the hull. As It approaches 
the wall nt the end of the drill floor, 
It Is noees.sary for the captain to 
change the direction of the company- 
otherwise, the men would he compelled 
to ninrcii head on Into the wall, lie 
wishes to send them along the end of 
the room, nnd In this he now has but 
one choice of direction — to the right. 
So he gives the command, "Squads 
right," nnd the line immediately 
swings into a column of squads, mov- 
ing straight off to the right. 

As.sunie that, while tn column of 
squads nnd half way across the end of 
the drill hall, the captain desires to 
return to the company front again, 
either for the purpose of halting or In 
ordtr to advance across the drill floor 
In the direction opposite to thntjirlgl- 
nnlly described. He would give the 
conimund, "Squads right," once more, 
and this would execute the movement 
us required. 

Being in line, at a halt. If the cap- 
tain wishes to throw the company Into 
colnnin of squads, he gives the com- 
mand, “Squads right, MARCH ; com- 
I pany, HALT !" This movement Is exe- 
<'uted in the same way us with an In- 
dividual squad In line. 

By this time — If not before — the new 
soldier will have observed that squads 
in the company are us a row of state- 
room doors on u eteumboat. The dif- 
ference Is that they swing us If moved 
with a single lever. At one time they 
stand oiien at right angles, thereby 
I forming u column of snuuds, and ut 
I another time they are closed and form 
I the Hue, or company front. And the 
I Importance of the fixed pivot (on which 
I "squads right (left)" Is always execut- 
ed) Is to Insure that the squads will 
fit us exactly when they swing In and 
out us the hypothetical row of doors. 

0 The Value of Human Milk.

THE PAST WEEK 

Dramatic Revolt of Korniloff 
Against Russian Govern- 
ment Collapses. 

KERENSKY AGAIN IS '^CTOR 


Sweden Makes Feeble Reply to Lan- 
sing's Disclosures of Unneutral 

Action and He Exposes Conduct 

of Its Former Charge in Mexico. 

By EDWARD W. PICKARD. 

Another of the swift, dramatic epi- 
sodes with which Russia lias been star- 
tling the world was unfolded last 
week. For several days It seemed that 
civil war would be inlded to the woes 
of fhe stniggllng young republic, and 
then, ns suddenly us It appeared, the 
storm cloud dissolved and the provi- 
sional government emerged apparently 
stronger than before. 

General KornllolT. commander In 
chief, demanded full power, was 
promptly removed by Premier Keren- 
sky, and marched on Petrogrnd with 
a considerable body of troops. Several 
ofilcers having refused the posltloni 
Kerensky himself took the chief coni^ 
mand, the capital was put In a condi- 
tion of defense, nnd loyul troops were 
Bent out to cut off Korniloff from the 
northern flglitiug line, which Is now 
considerably east of Riga. The Baltic 
fleet, the army In general and most 
of the officials hastened to assure the 
provisional government of their sup- 
’ port. 

Then came Kornlloff’s collapse. The 
main part of his army consisted of 
the so-culled “Savage division," fierce 
Mohnniinedun troops from the Cauca- 
sus and Georgia, who were uninformed 
of their destination or Korniloff's iiini. 
Loyal coreligionists induced them to 
submit to the government on condition 
that they be sent hack to the Cancusus 
and not he compelled to fight against 
the Turks. Korniloff thereupon In- 
formed the government that he was 
ready to surremler. 

Cause of the RevolL 

'I'lie conlllct really was between the 
conservatives and the more radical ele- 
ments in Russia. The former hold that 
the government has shown Itself In- 
cupalde of restoring order and effec- 
tlvenes.s because it Is haiilcd this way 
and that by the workmen’s and sol- 
diers’ cAmniittees iitid has allowed 
them to destroy discipline in Ihe army. 
Kerensky biinself holds the coiiHiIence 
and trust of all, Inti he Is fur from 
being the dictator that he has heeii 
rejiri-sented us lieltig. nnd bus been too 
lemler hearted to curry ottt his own 
hold words as to restoration of the 
death peiiulty uiid other necessary re- 
pressive measures. 

This latest revolt, however, has 
hardened the premier. He caused or 
ordered the arrest of all the leaders 
and generals opposed to the provisional 
goveriinieiit, sup|iressed the Novue 
Vreuiya and otlier newspapers that fa- 
vored Korniloff, freed Iniprlsoiied Bob 
shevlkis wlio promised to coiuhut the 
rebels, declared a state of war In 
Moscow and Its environs, and fiutly re- 
fused to enter into negotiations to 
bring about a compromise between the 
(irovlsionul goverumeut uiid its oppo- 
tieiits. 

Gti Thursday the Russian cabinet 
was reconstructed with the Social 
Demucruis In full c<iutri>l, and ut the 
^ same time the northern urniy got into 
action uiid moved buck toward Riga.

I Sweden's Feeble Reply. 

“Yes, we did it, hut no one asked us 
not to," is, in u sentence, tiie Swedi.-li 
foreign office's statement in reply to 
I Lunsing's <-tiarges that it tiud been 
I trunsiiiitiing Germany's messages from 
Buenos .Mres to Berlin. With this 
weak answer neither Argentina nor 
the allies are satisfied, and tlie Swed 
ish nation feels humiliuted. There t> 
no Immediate prospect, however, . that 
Sweden will he forced into the war. 

Argentina U clinging precariously to 
her ueuiralliy, fur the rage hguiuo 
Uermuuy U Increasing there daii: 


Count Luxhurg, the German nilnl.ster 
who advised tlint Argentine vessels be 
"spurlos versenkt’’ — sunk without a 
truce being left — has been given his 
passports and tlie Argentine minister in 
Berlin has been Instructed to ask the 
Imperial government for a full expla- 
nation regarding Mr. Lansing’s disclos- 
ures nnd ns to Its present policy of 
sinking Argentine ships. Argentine of- 
ficluhs say (hat there will be a dlplo- 
mittle rupture If Gerniany docs not dis- 
approve the text of Luxhurg's dis- 
patches nnd make concessions concern- 
ing U-boat warfare. 

In Buenos Aires the people wildly 
cheered the news of Luxhiii'g’s dismis- 
sal nnd then broke out Into nnll-Oer- 
mnn rioting, nttempting to burn the 
buildings of the German club and a 
German newspaper nnd destroying sev- 
eral blocks of German business houses. 

Semiofficially Germany has iidinitted 
the truth of Lansing’s statements, but 
denies there was u violation of neutral- 
ity on Sweden’s part, and says the dis- 
closures were made by the allies only 
to produce a new crisis In the relations 
between’ArgeutIna niid Germany and to 
make trouble for Sweden. 

Another Expose by Lansing. 

On Thursday Mr. Lansing added to 
Sweden’s discomfiture by making pub- 
lic It translation of a letter dated 
March 8, 1916, from German Minister 
von Eckhardt nt Mexico C)ty to the 
imperial German chancellor asking 
that the emperor confer n decoration, 
on Folke Cronholm, then Swedish 
charge d’affaires In Mexico, in recog* 
nitfon of his services in forwarding 
Von Eckhnrdt’s reports to Berlin 
through the Stockholm foreign office 
nnd under cover of the official Swedish 
cipher. The minister urged that the 
decoration be conferred secretly In 
order not to arouse the suspicions of 
the entente allies. Cronholm was re- 
placed ns Swedish charge last Febru- 
ary hut has remained In Mexico City. 

These revelations seem to make un- 
necessary any further search for the 
secret channel through which Berlin 
WHS Informed In advance of the dis- ' 
patch of American destroyers to Eu- 
ropean waters and of other American 
war niovenieiits. 

Secretary Lansing Is said to be In 
possession of further sensational facts, 
but during the rest of the week he 
sat tight, waiting for Foreign Minister 
Lliidman and Ills colleagues to Justify 
tlielP action If they can. The Swedish 
press udniits that the people of the 
country are proving themselves to be 
what the Germans cull them — “silly 
Swedes.” 

On the Battle Fronts. 

Increasing resistance by tlie Aus- 
trians checked the advance of the Ital- 
ians toward Leniliuch and Trieste last 
week, but It was at tremendous expense 
In casualties and prisoners to the ene- 
my. 'J’he severest fighting was for the 
possession of Monte Sun Guhriele. 
.Yfter being pushed back down its 
slopes early in the week, tlie Ituliuns 
climbed nil again and flniily withstood 
repi-uted attacks. A little further 
south, oil the Bulnsizza plateau, the 
Austrians were no more successful la 
llielr fierce us.suults. 

All along the west front there were 
artillery conihuts, trench raids and 
fighting in the air, hut neither side 
iiinsle any ground gains of moment. 
The ullled aviators were especially 
busy with hoiuhing expeditions and 
flight imtrols. Many tons of exjtloslves 
were dropped on airdromes, railway 
objectives and docks buck of the Ger- 
man lines. 

American Artillery in France. 

The war depurtiiieut permitted It to 
be known Thursday that u large cou- 
tingent of Anierieuii artillery has been 
added to General I'ershliig’s expedi- 
tionary force 111 France and that its In- 
tensive iraiiiing with tlie French 75s 
and slx-iiicli iiowitzers is well under 
way. Tliere liuve been many reports, 
derived from private letters, that tlio 
Aniericuu troops already liuve been i-ii- 
guged ill various liuttles, hut tlie guv- 
ernnient lias given out no Intiiiiuliou 
that these are true. As such fighting 
could scarcely take place without some 
«-usuulties, and us Secretary Baker has 
promised to puhllsli casualty lists 
|)roiu[)tly, tlie stories prohulily are un- 
true. 

British losses by submarine activity 
were the suiullest since tlie oiieuing of 
tlie •■rutliless” cuiupuigii. Tlie most seri- 
ous loss reported was tliat of the At- 
lautic traiiSX>ort liner Mliiuehahu.'suiik 
by a torpedo wheu west-bound. It Is 
said the British have a new suhmarlue 


chaser, whose design Is so secret that 
it is culled the "liusli bout,’’ nnd xvlilch 
Is proving most effective In conihuting 
the U-l»onls. The American destroyers 
tire still giving etficient help In tb« 
work. 

New Cabinet in France. 

The deniunds of tlie Soclnllste 
brought about ii change of ministry Id 
France Inst week, hut tills In no way 
weakened the government or Its con- 
duct of tlie war. I’remler Rlhot nud 
Ills colleagues resigned and I’uiil ruin- 
leve, who was minister of war, becunie 
premier, and after several vulu at- 
tempts succeeded In forming a uiinistry 
that was fairly siitisfuctory to nil fac- 
tions. I'lilnleve and the new cabinet 
nre pledged to pmsecute the war to 
final victory and to wipe out the stains 
of German propugnndu that led to the 
resignation of Minister of the Interior 
Mulvey and nltiniiitely to the downfall 
of the Rlhot nilnistry. Henry Frank- 
lin-Bouillon, president of the French 
parliamentary committee of foreign ac- 
tion, wiio is now In this country, says 
no one doubted the patriotism of the 
Rlhot ministry and that its full means 
a xvlder participation in tlie goveru- 
nieiit by all political parties nud rep- 
resents the will of the people to make 
tlie government us strong us pos.sible 
for the effective prosecution of the 
war. , 

Warning Against German Scheme. 

Following its raids on the 1. W. W. 
nnd other pro-Germnn agencies, the 
government tlirough Secretary Lansing 
l.ssued u warning that Germany is dis- 
seminating insidious pence propaganda 
In this country designed to halt our 
preparations for war. The headquar- 
ters for this work is in Zurich, Switz- 
erland, and it is being carried on here 
by German spies, certain Geriiiau- 
Anierlcuiis and pacifists. Mr. Lansing 
intimated there would soon be some 
sensational arrests, and said the secret 
service had possession of startling evi- 
dence. In line with this was the raid 
by government agents on the otflees of 
the I’liiludelphiii Tugehlutt and the ar- 
rest of its editors. The documents 
seized showed tlie paper was involved 
In a conspiracy against the United 
States and received regular money con- 
tributions from some one lu Mexico, 
and that tlie war “news" it puhllslied 
was deliberately faked to bolster the 
German cause and injure America. In 
tlie correspondence found were letters 
from Senator La Follette and several 
otlier prondneiit men in congress. 

Tlie work of disloyal Germun-Amer- 
Icuu papers was given n liurd blow by 
the senate on 'Wednesday, Tlie trad- 
ing with the enemy hill was passed 
wltli un aniendnient making unlawful 
the printing of war comment in the 
Gerniun language without a complete 
Englisli triuislutlon in a pnruHel col- 
umn. Ollier iirovisions in the hill in- 
terdict commerce between Anierlcuiis 
and (iernifins or their allies, extend tlie 
preNidential powers over exports and 
imports and enlarge esiilonage powers. 

For Conscription of Allies. 

The senate on Wednesday adopted 
the Chuiiiherluin resolution iwiiich 
makes subject to nillilury conscription 
u niillioii or more aliens aow resident 
ill tlie United .States. Henutor Stone 
of Missouri, consistently niulntuinlng 
his hud record, niude tlie only speech 
in opiiosltlon to tlie resolution. 

Under the terms of tlie resolution it 
would he possllile to cull into niilitury 
service aliens of draft age, except na- 
tionals of Gerniuny uiid its allies uiid 
nationiils of countries exempted froia 
bueli servh-e liy treaties. 

An unieiidiiieiit adopted at tiie lust 
moiuent, liowever, provides thut sub- 
jects of (ierniuny, Austrlu-iluiigury, 
Bulguriu and Turkey may he drafted 
for nouinllitary duty. The subjects of 
tlie ceutrul powers are exempt from 
iiiilitary service under tiie draft law.

THE MYSTERIES 
OF FRAU KLEIST 


T he clever Intrigues of Frau 
Klelst were unknown to any 
outside the court circle at Pots- 
dam. She was Indeed a queer 
personage, “only less of a personage 
than his majesty," ns Prince Bulow 
declared to me one day ns we s-'t to- 
Cether in my room In the Berlin 
Scbloss. 

Frau Klelst was the court dancing 
mistress, whoso fastidious Judgment 
liAd to be satisfied by any young debu- 
tante or officer before tliey presumed 
to dance before royalty at the state 
balls. Perhaps she was seventy. Her 
veal age I never knew. 

Truly Frau Klelst, with her neat 
waist and thin, refined face, was a 
very striking figure at the Berlin 
court. The Intricacies of the minuet 
auid gavotte, os well os those of the 
dd-world dances in which she delight- 
ed, were taught by the old lady to 
Prince Joachim and Princess Victoria 
« Idilse, both of whom always went In 
deadly fear of her caustic tongue and 
everbearing manner. 

The emperor never permitted any 
dancing at court which was not up to 
m. high standard of excellence, and all 
*wlia sought to dunce were compelled 
to pass before the critical eye of the 
■barp-tongued old lady In her stiff 
■liken gown. 

Wlience she had come or who had 
been responsible for her appointment 
nobo<ly knew. One thing was quite 
certain, that though at an age when 
usually rheumatism prevents agility 
3fet she was an expert dancer. 

The old woman lived In considerable 
■tyle in n line house close to the 
Cllenlcke bridge nt Potsdam, beneath 
the Bubelsberg, a power to bo reckoned 
with by all who desired to enter the 
court circle. 

Bogardliig her, many strange stories 
were ulloat. One was that she was an 
cx-dancer, tho mother of the famous 
Mademoiselle "Clo-Clo" Durand, pre- 
miere danseuse of the Purls opera, and 
Another was that she had been mis- 
tress of the ballet at the Imperial 
opera In Petrograd In the days of tho 
ICiuperor Alexander. But so great a 
mystery were her antecedents that no- 
body knew anything for certain, save 
that, at the age of nearly seventy, she 
bad tjccess at any hour to the kaiser’s 
prl vate cabinet. I have often seen her 
whisper to his majesty strange secrets 
which she had picked up here and 
<here— secrets that were often trans- 
ferred to cerjaln confidential quarters. 

Those nt court who secured the be- 
dguant smiles of Frau Klelst knew 
Chat their future path In life would be 
full of sunshine, but woe betide those 
ution whom she knit her brows In dis- 
approval. Frau Klelst kept her pretty 
house and her big Mercedes cur upon 
the secret money payments she re- 
ceived from those who “for value" 
begged her favors. With many young 
officers the payment to Frau Klelst 
was to open the back door to the em- 
peror's favor. 

We In the Neues Palais (New Pal- 
ace) knew it. But surely It did not 
■concern us, for all of us looked askance 
■ t those who strove so strenuously and 
•agerly for "commands" to court func- 
tions, and really we were secretly glad 
tf the i)urvenus of both sexes were well 
bl«“d before they were permitted by 
Frau Frna to make their obeisance be- 
furv royalty. 

The palace world at every European 
court is a narrow little world of Its 
own, unknown and unsuspected by the 
man iu the street. There one sees the 
worst side of human nature without 
■ny leaven of the best or even nobler 
■Ide. The salary-grubber, the military 
■dventurer, the pinchbeck diplomat, 
■be rommercUil parvenu, and the scleu- 
tlat, together with their Jewel-bedecked 


womenfolk, elbow each other in order 
to secure the notice of the all-highest 
one. who, in that green-upholstered 
private room wherein I worked with 
him, often smiled nt the unseemly bus- 
tle while he calmly discriminated 
among men and women according to 
their merits. 

It Is in that calm discretion that the 
emperor excels, possessing almost un- 
canny foresight. 

“I know I Frau Klelst has told me !" 
were the words his majesty used on 
many occasions when I had ventured 
perhaps to express doubt regarding 
some scandalous story or serious alle- 
gation. Therefore I was confident that 
the seventy-year-old dancing mistress, 
whoso past was a complete mystery, 
was an lihportant secret agent of the 
emperor’s. 

And what more likely? The kaiser, 
as ruler of that complex empire, would 
naturally seek to know the truth con- 
cerning those who sought his favor be- 
fore they were permitted to click tholr 
heels or wag their fans and bow the 
knee In his imperial presence. And he 
had, no doubt, with that Innate cun- 
ning, appointed his creature to the po- 
sition of court dancing mistress. 
Emperor's First View of an Airplane. 

On October 17, 1908, I had returned 
with the emperor and his suite from 
Hamburg, where his majesty had been 
present at the launchings of one of Herr 
Ballin’s monster American liners. I 
was seated at the side table In his 
private room in the Berlin Schloss, 
taking down certain confidential in- 
structions which he wished to be sent 
at once by one of the imperial couriers 
to the commandant of Posen. 

Suddenly Von Kahiberg, my col- 
league, entered with a message and 
handed It to his majesty. The kaiser 
at once grew excited and, turning to 
me said: 

“The crown prince sends word from 
I^tsdam that the American, Orville 
Wright, Is flying on the Bornstedter 
feld. We must go nt once. Order the 
cars. And, Von Krnhlberg, Inform her 
majesty nt once. She will accompany 
us, no doubt” 

Quickly I placed before his majesty 
one of his photographs — knowing that 
It would be wanted ’for presentation to 
the daring American — and be took up 
his pen and scrawled his signature 
across It 

Within a quarter of an hour three 
of the powerful cars were on their way 
to Potsdam, the emperor with Herr 
Anton Itcltschel — a high German offi- 
cial nt Constantinople — and Professor 
Vnmbery In the first car; the kalserln 
with her daughter, Victoria Lulse, and 
the latter’s obor-gouvernante (govern- 
ess), with one of the court ladles. In 
the next ; while In the third I rode with 
Major von Scholl, one of the equer- 
ries. 

On arrival nt the Bornstedter feld It 
was already growing «lusk, and a great 
disappointment awaited us. The crown 
|)rluce rode up to Inform us gravely 
that the flying was over for the day. 
At this the kaiser grew angry, for he 
had been out once before upon a wild- 
goose chase, only to find that Orville 
Wright had gone home, declaring the 
wind too strong. 

At his fatlier’s anger, however, “Wil- 
lie" burst out laughing, declaring that 
he was only Joking, and that all was 
In readiness. Indeed, as he spoke, the 
aviator came up and I presented him 
to his majesty. 

Then, while he stood alone In the 
center of the great, sandy plain, Mr. Or- 
ville Wright clambered Into his ma- 
chine and, rising, made many circuits 
high above us. 

The emperor stood with Herr Ilelt- 
Bchel and the shaggy old professor, 
straining his eyes with keenest Inter- 
est. It was the first time his majesty 
had seen an airplane In flight. Much 
hud been promised of Von Zeppelin’s 
invention, yet the German public had, 
until those demonstrations by the 
American aviator, taken but little heed 
of the heavler-thnn-alr machine. At 
that time, indeed, the emperor hud not 
taken up Von Zeppelin, and it was only 
after seeing Orville Wright’s denmn- 
•stratlons that he entered with any en- 
thusiasm Into neronuutlenl problems. 

High above us against the clear eve- 
ning sky, wherein the stars hud already 
begun to twinkle, the daring Araerh-an 
rose, dipped and banked, his machine 
droning like u huge gadfly, much to the 
Interest and astonishment of the em- 
peror. 

“Marvelous !’’ he exclaimed, as I 
stood beside him, with the empress on 
his right. "How Is it done?" 

The sight of u man flying iu the air, 
maneuvering his machine at will, rising 
swiftly, and then planing down with 
the engine cut off, was one of the most 
amazing spectacles the loyal i'otsdum- 
ers hud ever seen. Even the emperor, 
wltli all his dreams of world power, 
could never for a moment have fore- 
seen what a great factor airpluues 
would be in war. 

At last Wright came down In a 
siiiral, bunked slightly, steadied him- 
self, and then came lightly to earth 
within a few yards of where we stood, 
having been the first to exhibit to the 
emperor how completely the air had 
been conquered.

Afterwards, though It had now 
grown dark, the emperor, by the pow- 
erful headlamps of the three cars, 
thoroughly examined the American's 
airplane, the aviator explaining every 
detail. 

From that moment for months after- 
wards the kaiser was constantly talk- 
ing of aviation. He commanded pho- 
tographs of various types of airplanes, 
together with all literature on the sub- 
ject, to be placed before him. Indeed, 
he sent over to Britain, In secret, two 
officers to attend the airplane meetings 
held at Doncaster and Blackpool, 
where a large number of photographs 
were taken, and duly found their way 
to bis table.

On the one band, the kniser was mak- 
ing pretence of fair dealing with Great 
Britain and France, yet on the other 
his agent, Herr Reltschel, was ever 
busy lending money In nil directions In

"I nm ready to do nnytliing — any- 
thing for my dear husband’s sake," tho 
handsome .vonng woman assunal me, 
tears welling In her lino dark eyes. 

"In that case, then, please leave 
the matter entirely in my hund.s," I 
said. 

That same night, about fen o'clock, 
the emperor enti'red the room to which 
I had Just returned to work. 

“Send I'mii Klelst to nie," ho 
snapped. “.Vml I will summon yon 
later when I want you, lleltzendorff." 

Frati Klelst ! I had no Idea the wom- 
an had arrived at the eastle. But I dls- 
patehed one of the s(>r\'ants to search 
for Iier, and afterwards heard her hlgh- 
pltehed voice jis she ascended tho 
stairs to hold secret counsel with hls 
majesty. 

Below I fotind the fat, falr-halred 
little doctor from .Augsburg, who was 
still an enigma, hut eager to see Ids 
Imperial patient. 

Suddenly one of the Imperial flun- 
key’s bowed at tho dotir, commanding 
the doctor to tho n)yal presence, and 
he left me, hot and Ihirrled.

Their 
manor boust-s were surrounded with 
extensive grounds bordered with high 
brick walls in which elaborate gates 
were built. The hlgb-celllugt'd rooms 
of these southern colonial manor 
houses were elaborately decorated. 
Large fireplaces were used, similar to 
tl.ose found during the reign of Eliza- 
beth in England.

resented and modern American archi- 
tects are nut without mutcrlul for their 
inspiration nnd Bublance, no matter 
whut sort of roof they wish to use. It 
Is noticeable, however, thnt particular- 
ly amonK the Inrser modern colonial 
house designs, the box fornlce root Is 
plven preference. Houses following 
this style are being built from all of 
tlie modern building materials. 

The smaller colonial houses of today 
are largely of a ty])e similar to that 
shown In the accompanying perspec- 
tive view. Wide Cupboards, originally 
u.sed ns a matter of economic neces- 
sity, are notv produced for their 
artistic effect. The muny-puned win- 
dows with their shuttles are still ad- 
hered to in this style, although the fit- 
tings used are very different from those 
found on the early houses. The out- 
side chimney, curried up wide ut the 
bottom to provide for a fireplace and 
narrowed df>wn near the second floor. 
Is a favorable feature. These bouses 
are practically always flnished In white 
with dark green shutters, when built 
of wood. The contrast of the shutters 
and the chimney with the white walls 
of the house Is always pleasing. 

In tills design, the front entrance 
leads Into a reception hall from which 
the stairway leads to the second floor. 
Cased openings lead Into the living 
room and library, near tlie front of the 
house, end into the dining room farther 
back. A door at the end of the hall 
opens Into the passage through tlie 
pantry. 

The living room contains the fire- 
place, and the ceiling Is furnished with 
exposed timbers. The library or den 
is a very attractive room with its 
built-in book cases. The dining room 
ceiling Is paneled and a buffet sets into 
the wall between this room and the 
den. The rear entrance Into the house 
Is through an entry In which the re- 
frigerator Is placed. A small lavatory 
Is provided off of the entry. The 
kitchen Is handily arranged and well- 
lighted. The serving pantry Is an Im- 
portant feature of convenience. Two 
large bedrooms and two Inclosed sleep- 
ing porches, a sewing room and a bath 
are provided on the second floor. 

The arrangement of this bouse Is 
typical of the smaller modern colonial 
style houses, the scheme being to ar- 
range all of the rooms on both floors 
around a central hull. Maximum eon- 
veuleuce, lnde|>endeuce of rooms aod 
the best lighting facilities are ob- 
tained In this way.

PORPOISE FISHERY IS OLD 

One of Least Known Industries Has 
Been in Existence at Cape Hat- 
teras for 200 Years. 

One of the ohlest and least known 
Industries in America Is the porjinlse 
llshery which has bi'(!n operatc'd from 
Cape Hatteras in North Carolina for 
about 200 years. It should attain an 
unusual prosperity in the next few 
years, for the bureau of flsherlea Is 
urging more general use of poritolse 
hide.s In place of cowhides. It Is an 
excellent lealhe", and could undoubt- 
edly he used more widely. 

Heretofore the most valuable prod- 
uct of Iho fishery has been the oil 
which Is extracted from the Jaws of 
the porjKilse, and Is worth about $20 
a gallon. It% Is universally used for 
lubricating watches and other very del- 
icate mechanisms. The body blubber 
Is also vnlualile. Attempts to manu- 
factun* fertilizer out of the eareasses 
have failed because of the distance 
from n fuel su|)pl.v. 

The porpoise are taken at Hatteras 
In seines, operated from the shore, and 
It Is probably the only place In Amer- 
ica where this has ever been done 
successfully. During the fall, winter 
nnd spring many porpoises are seen 
off the .South Atlantic roast, nnd at 
Hatteras they come within a few hun- 
dred yards of the surf. The.v are 
taken by spreading seines about 200 
yards outside the surf llm's. As soon 
ns the isirjxilses have come inside the 
seines. It Is dragged ashore, ftften a 
whole school of these seu creatures Is 
taken In a single haul.

To a quart of the 
sifted apples add one cupful of sugar, 
one teaspoonful of pepper, the same 
of cloves and cinnamon and two medi- 
um-sized onions, chopped fine. Stir 
all together, odd one tahlespoonful of 
salt and a cupful of vinegar. Boll one 
hour and bottle while hot. 

A cupful of apple juice added to two 
cupfuls of ripe gnipe juice will make 
a nice jelly. 

Wild Grapes for Winter Use.— 

Carefully remove all the stems from 
wild gnipes which hove been picked 
after the frost has sweetened them 
and place them In a stone crock with 
layers of sugar between, until the 
crock Is full. Cover with a double 
thickness of cloth and tie newspaper 
over the cover. Keep on the cellar 
floor In a cool place. ^The grapes cure 
themselves and keep their fre.sh taste. 
Iluckleherries and blueberries may be 
treated In the same way. 

Pear Preserves. — Bare the fruit very 
thin, make a sirup of a pint of water 
to a pound of sugar, and when it Is 
clear, put In a pound of pears and 
stew gently until they are clear. Place 
a clove In the blossom end of each 
pear and add the juice and thinly 
pared rind of a lemon to each live 
pounds of fruit. 

Peach Preserves. — Take three-quar- 
ters of a pound of sugar to each 
pound of the fruit. Put the sugar with 
a cupful of water and boll and skim. 
Pare t|ie peaches and cut them In

Corn Salad. — A 1 1 o w 
half as much chopped 
celery and walnut meats 
as cooked, grated corn, 
season with onion, salt 
and pepper and dress 
with a French dressing. This may be 
served on lettuce leaves If desired. 

Beet Salad. — Cut in small pieces six 
cooked beets, the same quantity of po- 
tatoes and celery. Mix the yolks of 
three eggs with olive oil, add vinegar, 
oil and seasonings to taste, stir well 
and serve poured over the vegetables. 

Onion Salad. — Chop fine two Span- 
ish onions and place on ice to chill. 
Arrange crisp lettuce In a salad dish 
and place the onion on this, sprinkle 
with chopped red pepper and olives, 
and serve with French dressing. 

Watercress Salad. — Wash the cress, 
and when dry and crisp place In a 
salad howl, cover with slices of cucum- 
ber, sprinkle with a teuspoonful of 
chopped onion and pour over a French 
dressing, using a little tarragon rine- 
gar and three drops of Worcester- 
shire sauce. Serve very cold. • 

Mixed Vegetable Salad. — Mix one 
cupful of c<»ld cooked jiotatoes, the 
same amount of cooked peas, on^half 
a cupful of celery cut In dice and one 
cupful of tomato jelly, cut In cubes. 
Mix with French dressing, then ar- 
range on a salad dish and serve with 
slices of tomato with mayonnaise 
dressing. 

Tomato With Orange Salad. — Peel 
and slice six tomatoes and six or- 
anges, arrange them in alternate rows 
In a salad bowl. Add oil and tarragon 
vinegar to the juice which escapes 
from the salad mixture; season well 
with salt and pepper, sprinkle with 
parsley and serve. |

Wild Silk. 

An out-of-the-way Illustration of the 
way the war has affected remote Indus- 
tries Is found In the new boom that 
the “wild silk” Industry of Japan is 
DOW undergoing. This silk Is called 
babntal and derives Its wildness not 
from the appearance of the finished 
product upon the wearer, but from the 
fact that it Is made from the cocoons 
of the wild silkworm, which flourish 
in many parts of the Islands, but 
which did not come conspicuously into 
public notice until 1907, when there 
was a preliminary boom, following the 
Ru-sso-Japaoese war. Exports of sITk 
In general, meanwhile, have Increased 
to an amazing extent, the amount for 
the first nine months of 1910 having 
been $92,077,000, as compared with 
$48,832,000, an Increase of $43,245,000 
for the period. The increase Is due In 
part to increased quantities of the raw 
material, but also to much higher 
prices paid by the people of the United 
•States and France, the latter country 
still being a heavy buyer, despite war 
couditions. 

Silver Cleaned by Boiling It. 

An easy and effective method of 
cleuuing tarnished silverware, by boil- 
ing in a soda and salt solution In con- 
tact with a clean piece of aluminum 
or zinc, is recommended to housewives 
hy the United States department of ag- 
riculture. The necessary materials are 
u grauitewurs cooking utensil deep 
enough to allow the silverware to he 
covered hy the solution; a clean piece 
of aluminum or zinc, — preferably the 
former; aud baking or washing soda. 
The solution, consisting of u teaspoon* 
ful of bukiag or washing soda and a 
like amount of table salt to each quart 
of water, is brought to u l>oil iu a 
gruultewure or enameled utensil. A 
sheet of uluiulnum or clean zinc is 
dropped iu. The tarnished silverware 
is then immersed In the solution so 
that it is in contact with the sheet of 
aluminum or zinc. The tarnish should 
disappear in a few seconds. The sil- 
ver object should then he removed 
from the solution, rinsed, and dried 
with a soft cioth.

John Smith and Pocahontas. 

About a mile below Ulchmond, In 
what Is now the brickyard region, 
there used to stand the residence of 
the Mayo family, a place known as 
Powhatan. This place has long been 
pointed out as the scene of the saving 
of Smith the Indian girl, but late 
rt'search has proved that, though 
Smith did come up the James to the 
present site of Richmond, his capture 
by the Indians did not occur here, but 
in the vicinity of Jamestown. The 
Indians took him first to one of their 
villages on York river, near the pres- 
ent site of West Point, Va., and thence 
to a place on the same stream in the 
county of Gloucester, where the pow- 
hatan, or tribal chief, resided. Here, 
on the west side of the river, some nine 
miles from Williamsburg, the scene of 
Smith’s rescue by rucahontas has been 
located.— Julian Street In Collier’s.

The overhanging sec- 
ond story was u common form of 
building hi England In the time of 
Queen Elizabeth, and the Massachu- 
setts and Rhode Island settlers sim- 
ply iiaturally copied their old 

homes.

Canvasbuok and redhead ducks, 
which are very quick of movement, 
after deep diving are capable of tak- 
ing flight Immediately upon coming to 
the surface of the water.

Training of Professional Baseball 
Players Is Wrong. 


Lieutenant Clliott of Australian Army 

Cxpresees Himself After Morn- 
ing’s Practice With Cleve- 
land Indians. 

“I hate to discourage yon, but your 
professional baseball players will make 
bloomin’ poor bombardiers, unless they 
go through a lot of training,” la the 
way Lieut. Lester Elliott of the Ans- 
trallan army expresses the situation, 
following a morning’s exercise with 
the Cleveland Indians. 

•Tve been told that American base- 
ball players expect to raise havoc 
against the Germans because of their 
training In ba.scbnll, but that training 
Is all wrong. 

"One of the training stunts for the 
soldiers In the Intensive camps In 
France requires that the bombers 
Dhnll throw almost without a rest for 
two hours. When you consider that 
each bomb weighs from 7^4 to 0^4 
pounds, rather heavier than the Anicr- 
loan baseball, you will see the dlffl- 
culty facing Americans who throw 
tlielr baseball with a snap and over- 
hand. 

"The best motion for bomb throw- 
ing Is a sort of half-liowllng motion, 
ns used In English crleket. Seldom 
do the throwers see their target. An 
observer, looking through a periscope, 
keeps them Informed of their luck In 
dropping the deadly bombs Into the 
enemy’s trench. The throwers h'nve 
merely to keep the storm of hombs 
going over their own parapet and into 
the enemy’s trench. 

“After looking at the baseball play- 
ers tossing their light baseball around, 
I am convinced that not one will he 
able to throw a bomb 20 feet. If they In- 
sist on this baseball motion, they will 
throw their arms qwny. 

“However, every player with whom 
I talked appeared Interested nnd most 
Intelligent. I have no doubt at all but 
that the players will soon pick up the 
new motion nnd he quite ns effective 
as any other force on the firing line."

T IKRE was a quick call at the 
telephone, and Realllua Marvel 
Melted the receiver as though 
he had been cipetitlnf n lataaaaK 
I knew by the expvWtloD df hta ey«a 
that the first word Imparted over the 
wire met bis anticipations.

TIhto Is always a question as to 
fust where the tllvldiiif' line l•OIUes be- 
tween tilt* architect aiul the honit? 
.lullder ill planning a liouse. Surely 
(he homo builder desires u beautiful 
linuse which he can point to with 
pride; but the architect, although his 
feelings are not exactly those of the 
aoinc hullder, also desires that the 
House ho hcuullful. The homo builder 
aunts every possible Item which will 
'onlrlhute to the convenience of the 
Htiuse Inclutled in the design; hut the 
<rehltect also strives towanl this end, 
although he must t(*mper his efforts 
alth structural details and iicrlmps a 
dmitatlon as to cost. In a word, the 
interests of the homo hullder must he 
,‘h(; assumed interests of the architect. 
Mow far Is It possible for the archi- 
tect to curry out the design so that 
.'he house may he made Into tlie liome 
ahleli the o\i'ner desires? 

'I'hls fact Is Certain ; Even the most 
heautiful house, decorated In the most 
skillful manner. Is not truly a home 
.iiitH the occupants iuivc estuhllshed 
.'he evidence of ilielr lU'rsounlltles both 
jii the exterior and in the interior. 
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on TfotTi ttietf montM unit pTiystml 
characteristics. A man do<*s twice as 
much work and Is twice as happy in a 
modern daylight factory os In the old, 
dark and dismal ones. 

A room such as the 'living room In 
this design plays the same part in the 
home life. It is the meeting place of 
the family, where the associations 
have their Important effect on /the de- 
veloping eharacter of the chlhfron. It 
Is also the place where frleiVls and 
relatives are entertained and' where 
the social part of the community life I 
’is kept up. It Is rather necessary, 
therefore, that this room be of g<Mid 
size and ns comfortahle and attractive 
as* possible. 

The living room in this design Is 27 
by 13 feet, which gives ample space. 
In the hack wall Is a hlg brick fire- 
place. I’lenty of wall space Is pro- 
vided for some well-chosen furniture 
that will harmonize with the decora- 
tive .scheuie that Is chosen. With a 
bright chferfni fire burning In the fire- 
place this room will more than live 
up to Its name ns a living room. 

The exterl<ir of this design Is finish- 
ed In typlciil Imiigalow style. Thu roof 
has a -very fiat pitch with eaves that 
extend out on all sides. The gable, 
extending toward the front of the 
hotise, has the right side slightly long- 
er than the left, so ns to cover the 
small front porch. The walls are cov- 
ered with shingles. The steps to thu 
front porch are rather wide and pre- 
sent a pleasant, Inviting appearance. 

The entrance to the house is into the 
living ro(*i, which Is connecled to the 
dining room by a wide opening. The 
dining room might serve also us a sun- 
parlor fiecause of the many windows 
that are plnctvl In the walls. Along 
the front there are four windows, with 
live along the side and one opening out 
on to the front porch. The dining 
ror)ni Is of good size, and being con- 
nected to the living room makes an un- 
nsnully largo space across the front of 
the house. In the hack part is a buf- 
fet which Is built against the wall. 

I>Ireetly hack of the dining room Isi 
a pantry that Is a most necessary ad- 
juiiet of the kitchen. Under the wln- 
•low lirthe pantry is a table, and across 
frtim this a small cui>hoard. The sink 
In the kitchen Is placed near the pan- 
try so that dishes will not have to he 
carried far. Small details such as 
these are needeil to make the kitchen 
a pleasant place to work In. 

The house Is set up high enough so 
that a good basement can be provided.

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GOOD SC REENS CHEAPEST 

Expert Bays Coppar Wire, Although 
Mora Coatijr, Will Outlast Iron 
Many Titnea. 

That It does not pay to tise cheap 
Iron screens on any building more 
vnlttnble than a chicken house. Is the 
opinion of Dp. J. D. Walters, profes- 
sor of architecture and drawing In the 
Kansas State Agricultural college. 
Persons erecting new dwellings should 
equip them with Screens that will last 
many years, he says. 

"An average tw’o-story house con- 
tains upwards of two dozen openings 
that should be screened," said Doctor 
Walters. The best screens are made 
of a strong white pine sash and a cop- 
per \vlre screening. Another grade Is 
made of fir lumber and a screen ma- 
terial made of a composition called 
white metal. The chc'nper grades are 
made of yq^Iow Southern pine and cov- 
ered with common Iron wire screening. 

“The first screen named Is rather ex- 
pensive on acepunt of tho high price 
of copper, but It does not need to he 
painted, and should Inst 12 years. The 
Iron wire screen, on the other hand, 
will nist out the first season and rare- 
ly lasts more than two or three years. 

“A screen door should be made with 
n hardwood sash and should be pro- 
vided with the best kind of .spring 
hinges njid a knob lock. There should 
be sufilclent cross rails and cross 
braces in It to prevent sagging. Tho 
window screens are usually fastened at 
the top by cheap black varnished butts 
and are hooked ot the bottom with a 
cheap hasp and staple.” 


WILL TRAIN CITY MANAGERS 

Kanias State University Establishes 

Courae Which. Is First of the 
Kind in This Country. 

Kansas Is preparing to e.stnhllsl^ In 
Its state university a four-year course 
In city management, the first of Its 
kind to be established in the country. 
When a man, or a woman either. Is 
graduated from this course he will 
have had thorough training In every 
department of city affairs except poli- 
tics, and will go out to help run cities 
ns a trained man goes Into a factory 
dr biislness. Prof. F. W. Blackmnr, 
Who Is head of the economics depart- 
ment and has been instructed to pre- 
pare the details of the course, had this 
to say concerning the need for such a 
school : 

"No nmn can .manage a business un- 
less he has a tiidrough understanding 
of its nature. The man who manages 
a city ought to be ns experienced as 
an engineer, or a teacher. Why can- 
not universities train men for manag- 
ing cities ns well as It can for other 
professions? That Is what we propose 
to do. The course of study for train- 
ing city managers should bo uhont one- 
half the ordinary classroom and lec- 
ture work and the rest laboratory In- 
vestigation Into the actual needs of 
municipal operation." 

Pretty Exterior Finish Effects. 

Beveled siding, shingles and brick 
are used to finish the exterior of many 
houses now. Tho coiniiinatloA of these 
materials does not produce a patch 
finish, but they hnrinonlke beautifully. 
The brick are usihI in the foundation 
walls from grnde to the sills, and In 
the porch railing wall. 

The sides of the hou.se ore finished 
with beveletl siding up to the second 
floor, and with shingles the rest of the 
way to the roof. If tlie shingles are 
stained some fairly dark tint and the 
beveled siding Is painted some light 
color or white, with the window sush 
dark, the effect produced is very 
pleasing. 

Trade Development Profitable. 

The competition of cities to secure 
trade for their manufacturers, whole- 
salers and Jolibers Is particularly keen. 
The development of package car serv- 
ice, the eliciting of merchandise, tho 
extension Of trade territory through 
co-operative effort In shipments and 
the covering of districts, the quick ad- 
justment of claims, the generating of 
enthusiasm for /;ertutn communities 
as trade centers — this work Is vigor- 
ously and persistently carried on by 
chambers of commerce, with field sec- 
retaries, trade inuguzines and trade 
trips, and the money spent in this 
work returns a hundred fold in new 
accounts and Increased orders. 

Retail Intereata Benefited. 

Through ehaiuher of commerce work 
the retail Interests in a c<immunlty are 
brought together to work together for 
Improvement In local methods of mer- 
ebundising. for Investigation uud 
eliminutioa of “fl^’-by-ulght” eoucerns 
and fraudulent advertisers. Credit bu- 
reaus are often malntaiurd, and truth- 
ful advertising Is a thing insisted 
ui>on. Universal trading conditions lo- 
cally are considered and worked ouL 
not only for the protection of the re- 
tail storea, but fur the protecUoa of 
the customer. 

HouM Numbara on Curbs.

ThrouRti the ncwRpnpers we lenrn 
that the Navy IcnRue Is nsking for 
aewItiK kits for the innrlnes now In 
Irninini; for service In Frunce. The 
lenRUo cnlla for (li.^OO of these sowinR 
kits anti they nre Inexpensive and 
easy lo make; so here Is an answer to 
the question at the beginning of this 
article. 

The .marines call a sewing kit a 
“hussllT," which Is the marines’ way of 
saying "housewife." And before we 
get through making sewing kits we 
nre likely to find "husslff" has been 
added to the Kngllsh language and to 
have to look In the dictionary for its 
derivation. 

Thp "husslfT” la made of cotton 
khaki and sewed with red thread. It 
Is I."! Inches long and 7% Inches wide 
and has five pockets 3V<i Inches deep 
by 11% Inches wide. A top flap folds 
over the pockets. A red tape, sewed 


on the back of the center pocket, tlcB 
the kit when It Is rolled up. 

The kit Is fitted with the following 
articles : A pair of blunt-pointed scis- 
sors four Inches long, No. 1 needles, 
a thimble, an assortment of safety 
pins, cards wound with heavy khaki, 
black and white thread and two safety 
pins strung wl^h khaki buttons. 

The Red Cross Is Issuing calls for 
ration heaters. They are made of 
newspapers folded and pasted Into 
tight rolls of n certain size, then cut 
and boiled In paraffin. They serve 
to heat the food and drink of the sol- 
diers and should he placed In the com- 
fort bags made for the men In service. 
Many thousands of them will be need- 
ed and they are so simple that chil- 
dren can make them. 

Directions for making these henttrs 
can ho obtained from Miss Cook at 
the Chleago chapter hcadquhrters of 
the Red Cross.

THE LUSCIOUS MELON. 

Watermelon and cnnteloupe.s. when 
MNilly good, need nosdreaslng up to 
Improve their flavor for 
that la Impossible; hut a 
tastelean melon need not 
he waiited, making dell- 
clouB pickles and pre- 
serves. Never place Ice 
In n melon to chill It ns 
It destroys the fine flavor, 
especially of a musk 
melon, riilll them hy placing them 
near the Ice. A most delicious melon 
may he ruined to the enter by being 
served unchlllod. When serving an 
Insipid cantaloupe for breakfast a 
sprinkling of nutmeg and a dash of 
lemon Juice will improve it. Taste- 
less melons may be diced and dressed 
with a French dressing, then served 
ns a sulud, or diced and treated with 
a thin sirup of lemon or orange 
Juice, they make a good fresh fruit. 
When using n salad dressing for can- 
taloupes an addition of red pepper and 
more salt than is usual will Improve 
the dressing, and lemon Juice rather 
than vinegar should always be used 
ns the sharper odd of the lemon Is 
needed f6r this fruit. 

Cantaloupe Cocktail. — Cut the melon 
In balls with a potato scoop and fill 
the serving glasses, add a few seeded 
white grapes peeled, a Utile siloed 
pineapple and a slice or two of 
peaches. Cover the wliole within a 
tllln sirup using a little strawberry 
or cherr.v Juice for flavor anil serve 
with a cherry or strawberry on top. 

Melons With Ice Cream. — Scoop out 
Tini'.>»s of eanlaloupe until only the 
green rind Is left, tlie.se may he left 
from The cocktails and well-ehilh'd, 
refill Ih'e melon mnhls w1lh lee cream. 
Caramel may he us6d for color and 
decorate the cream with ehoeolale- 
dlpped almonds lo resemble seetls or 
hits of eamlled ginger may he cut In 
the form of .seeds, making a favorite 
flavor eomhinatlon. The sirup from 
preservetl ginger la also a most de- 
licious addition.

pieces, dice one and n half cupfuls of 
potato, and slice onc-hnlf of an on- 
ion. Put three tahlospoonfuls of but- 
ter In a stewpun, add the vegetables, 
cover and cook I.*} minutes. Add a 
quart of water and cook for an hour. 
Senson with suit and pepper and 
serve with a garnish of parsley. 

Steamed Brown Bread. — Take two 
cupfuls of yellow cornmenl, one cup- 
ful of rj’e, one cupful of flour, two 
cupfuls of sour milk, one cupful of 
molasses, one-half teasiioonful of salt, 
one teaspoonful of soda, mix well and 
pnurAnto greased baking powder cans 
to steam for two hours. 

Veal Hash. — Chop a piece of 
cooked veal fine. To a pint of the 
chopped meat allow a teaspoonful of 
onion Juice, a teaspoonful of salt, one- 
tblrd of a teaspoonful of paprika, one 
teaspoonful of Worcestershire sauce, 
and a tahlespoonful of tomato cat- 
sup. Melt a tahlespoonful of drippings 
in a frying pun, moisten the meat 
with gnivy, add seasonings and spread 
In the pan. Spread over the top one 
teaspiKuiful of the drippings and cook 
slowly for 15 minutes; It should he 
moist. Heap the hash on buttered 
toast and place a i>oached egg on each. 

Peach Trifle.— Boil together for flve 
minutes a cupful of sugar and ooe 
cupful of water with the stones from 
a quart of peaches. Allow the sloaea 
to stand In the sirup for ten minutes. 
Skim them out and lay in the peeled 
peaches, stewing until tender. Line 
a dish with cake soaked in any fruit, 
add the iieachea and cover with 
whipped cream sweetened and fla- 
j vored with almond.

For rest assured of this : You are 
about to travel the most beautiful wa- 
terway In all the civilized world, Zoe 
Berkley writes in the New York Mall. 

There are mighty rivers In Africa, 
they say, that take the breath away 
for’sheer solitary grnudeur. And the 
Amazon, with vast and sinister forests. 
And Florida streams, mystic and 
weird. Virginians point with pride to 
the broad Potomac with its tine es- 
tates aiyl quiet reaches. 

People In the Northwest challenge 
the world with their Columbia — mighty 
river of commerce and Industry — wlntl- 
Ing almost endlessly back from the 
Puget sound through ranch lands and 
lumber lands and towering, glowering 
mountains. 

Then, of course, the Rhine, glorified 
with myth and legend, sung and 
painted nnd made a pilgrimage spot by 
centuries of travelers, but presenting 
In fact nothing save Its molderlng 
castles that permit It to compare sceu- 
ically with the river that flows at our 
door. 

A Beauty All Its Own. 

For the beauty of a river Is like the 
beauty of a woman ; it doesn't depend 
upon a single feature. There has got 
to be a certain alivenesa to a river that 
corresponds to intelligence in a face. 

Your mighty African river of the 
solitudes hasn't that. Nor has your 
giant stream of the West the charm 
thrown round the Hudson by centuries 
of human contact — adventure, strug- 
gle, change, adversity, prosperity, 
peace. 

Come with me, will you, for a little 
voyage from Desbrosses street to Al- 
bany? And from the economical vant- 
age point of a $‘2, nine-liour trip, let us 
see some of the things that make this 
“Enipiro" river so lordly — and so hu- 
man. 

At the left hand, as we start north, 
are the Hoboken docks, not pretty per- 
haps, but touched with Interest be- 
cause of the huge Interned German 
ships that had almost taken root at 
their piers. 

The sweet green promontory of 
Stevens Point, where the institute Is, 
sticks out defiantly from between ter- 
minals and warehouses that try to 
choke It. Yet the castlellke home- 
stead of the Stevens family manages 
to keep Its look of aiistrocratlc sereni- 
ty, despite the crowdings of commer- 
cialism. 

At Weehawken, where trolley cars 
DOW zigzag so nimbly up the heights. 
Is the spot — then u picturesque and 
grassy ledge; now merely “opposite 
West Forty-second street" — where 
Hamilton and Burr met on the "field 
of honor” in 1804. 

The boat goes so fast that In a 
minute it seems we are passing River- 
side drive, which some day will be 
conceded the loveliest street la the 
world. 

Now we pass the district of cliff 
dwellers — thousands of tall bouses ris- 
ing out of the trees, as it seems, from 
the river. To me these apartment 
houses, each one homing more fami- 
lies than some small villages, are a 
feature of thrills and beauty. 

Cliffs Littls Changed, 

The real, unspoiled loveliness of the 
river begins here, where the still rural 
looking Fort Wusliliigton point reaches 
out toward the mugnificeut rise of the 
Palisades at Fort Lee. 

Burring the few homes that now 
peep out through the trees at the tup 
of these 600-fuot cliffs, there Is not 
such a precious lot of difference be- 
tween bow they look toduy and bow 
they looked when George Washington 
and his staff watched from them the 
destruction of Fort Washington on the 
easieru heights nearly a century and 
a half ago and lined out a retreat 
through the heart of Jersey. 

These two forts were supposed to 
guard a barrier of sunken ships and 
lugs planted In the river at this point 
to keep the British hack. 

The ai>|teal of the Palisades Is 
fresher each tlaie you sail past them. 
As the steamer purrs along, you need 
only narrow your eyes a little to shut 
9 ’jt things close at hand, and prvte^

as we may by the laws of chance. Was 
it chance that threw ua together at 
your cousin’s bouse In GuthrlevlIIe a 
year ago last June?"

It Is 1809, nnd thnt you see Indians ly* 
ing prone upon the fiat rocks high 
above the river, w’stchlng Hendrick 
Hudson beating northward in his tiny 
euruvcl. 

Since the Pnltsnden have become 
part of the state park. New Yorkers 
are getting better acquainted with 
them. But until lately hardly one per- 
son in a thousand knew the wooded 
wonders of this 10-inlIe strip, Its prl- 
niovnl ravines, Its stroains nnd forests. 
Its wlldllowors and the fair fields that 
{iweep back from the little old hamlets 
at the top. 

City’s Big Playground. 

Artists hunted tbeiii out, and n few 
hardy campers explored the wilderness 
they found. But to this day there Is 
more untouched ground along these 
I'allsndcs for New Yorkers to play in 
than In any other territory within a 
hundred miles. 

Under the sbnft-ltke walls, nnd closn 
to the rlin of the river, between Fort 
Lee and IMennont, is a row of tiny 
white tents with boats drawn up, gaily 
painted canoes nnd little sailboats. 

Bare-legged kiddles run out hoping 
for “waves” as our steamer pn.sses, 
and the campers wave and halloo. 

On the right, the end of Manhattan 
island is marked by a high rise of 
wooded land nnd that famous creek In 
which was lost the intrepid Dutchman 
who tried to swim it “In spuyt den 
duyvel” to warn the farmers up coun- 
try that the British had landed on 
Manhattan Isle. 

Notwithstanding the squenllnir rail* 
roads that now trestle It where it 
Joins the Uud.sun, Spuyten Duyvel still 
kei'ps a good deal the look of a pretty 
country. 

Just north of Spuyten Duyvel is a 
mouiitainette, which used to be called 
Tibbet's hill and bad a fortilleutlon, 
now replaced by the tall shaft of tho 
Hendrick Hudson monument. The 
story goes that the little Half Moon 
was attacked at this point by Indians. 

Before the Majestic Palisades. 

The lovely wooded hillsides we now 
puss on the east bank are where the 
rich men of Rlverdule have their 
homes and where the picturesque con- 
vent of Mount St. Vincent peeps out 
from the trees. 

If the day is clear you can glimpse a 
large castlellke house which was built 
by Edwin Forrest, famous tragedian 
of a generation ago. It now forma 
part of the convent, and Is headquar- 
ters for the American brunch of the 
Sisters of Uhurity of St. Vincent. 

The Bullsudes now grow more and 
more majestic, and the east bunk of 
the river Is cool-looking and clad with 
trees through which the houses In the 
suburbs of Y’onkers begin to peep. 

If you were tired and hot ut the be- 
ginning of the trip, you are rested by 
this time despite yourself. There la 
something in the very width of the 
Hudson and the calm of the great 
cliffs to the west and the vast sweep 
of water as, far ahead. It swells Into 
the Tuppun Zee, that blurs remem- 
brance of city cares and makes body 
and mind relax. 

The boat puta in at Yonkers and 
gives you a chance to see a suburb 
that is u thriving city. You learn that 
this old Dutch town, only 17 miles 
from the battery, baa 80,000 popula- 
tion and la full of lively busiueaa in- 
terests. 

On the Hudson's west bank neatlei 
the quaint, neat lauding of Alpine, 
heglnuiug ut the river’s brim and 
straggling up the precipitous wooded 
hill. You cun almost smell the dump 
greenness of the forest, quiet and culm 
on the weekday, but abloom with pic- 
nic parties every Buuduy from early 
morning till way past dark. 

For this is all state park property 
now, free to the people and protected 
from quarrymen. You can't quite see 
the village proper from the river, for 
it la at the top of the cliff, a bit back 
from the brink, a sweet, rustic hamlet, 
us remote from the world us though it 
were Indeed an Alpine community. 

Rerched on the green brow of the 
Fullsades at this point are some lovely 
houses, and two or three artists' stu- 
dios clinging to the woodsy walls fur^ 
ther down. 

North of Yonkero and Alpine tho 
. country is more beauttXul with «v<wy'

THE TELEPHONE OPERATOR.S ARE QrABTEREP fN THIS FINE OLD MANSION

One of the big Jobs incident to the 
construction of Camp Devens at Ayer, 
Mass., where the New England draft 
is mobiWsed, was the providing of 
adequate telephone service. This 
meant not only the building of a 
complete central office within the 
camp, with switchboard facilities for 
nine operatdrs, but the doubling of 
the size of the Ayer central office and 
an increase of 300 per cent. In Its 
swltchlboard facrtllties. In addition, 
hundreds of miles of toll circuits had 
to be added In order to permit prompt 
communication between the camp 
with its 40,000 men — a sizable city 
in Itself — and all points of the com- 
pass. 

President Spalding of the New Eng- 
land Telephone & Telegraph Co. vis- 
ited Camp Devens the other day when 
the new switchboards were cut into 
service, and surveyed the job complet- 
ed by his men and taken up by his 
operating force. He pronounced it a 
complete exemplification of the com- 
pany's slogan, "Service First.” 

One of the biggest problems that 
the company had to solve was to find 
accommodations for about 60 addition- 
al switchboard operators required to 
handle the tremendous increase In 
business, due to the establishment 
of the cantonment. No suitable pro- 
vision for boarding and lodging these 
young women could be found In the 


town, so the company itself under- 
took the task and leased a large house 
on the top of a hill overlooking Gro- 
ton, about half a mile rrom the cen- 
tre of Ayer. In addition, a very at- 
tractive bungalow was erected. A 
woman of wide experience in hand- 
ling girls has been established as 
"house mother," several cooks pro- 
vide excellent meals and food and 
lodging are provided without charge 
to recipients. 

The new operators who are serving 
both at Camp Devens end at the en- 


larged central office in the town are 
volunteers coming from many New 
England cities and towns, who pa- 
triotically sought this opportunity for 
special service to tlie government, 
the public and the company. The 
work is exacting because the canton- 
ment is not yet fully organized and 
many changes of telephone locations 
arc constantly bding made, but they 
are happy in the knowledge that they 
are "doing their bit,” and in feeling 
that theiir welfare is so completely 
provided for by the company.
